THE PARTIES INVOLVED ARE W. A. NIM- 
OCKS, HIS WIFE, AND AN ALLEGED CHI- 
CAGO DRUMMER. : 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 24.—[Special.|— 

A seandal has been developed in this tity. The 
parties whose names are involved are W. A. 
Nimocks, his wife, and a Chicago traveling 
man said to be named Harry Robinson. The 
prominence of Mr. and Mrs. Nimocks, they 
being well known in social and business circies, 
is enough to fla vox the story with all that gossip 
finds most attractive and absorbing. 

In 1873 there came to this city from Hills- 
dale, Mich,, two brothers. They were 
W. A. Nimocks and C. A. Nimocks. 
They bad been in the newspaper 
business in their native town, carrying on 
a country weekly aad job-printing annex. 
The brothers applied themselves to real estate 
and insurance until 1880. The paper known 
asthe Evening Journal was started, and the 
Nimocks took an interest in the new enter- 
prise. C. A. Nimecks took an active part. in 
the paper, leaying W. A. Nimocks with a 
silent interest to continue the real-estate 
and insurance. They recentiy sold the paper 
for something like $100,000, m round numbers, 
and bought out the Detroit paper now known 
as the Tribune. To this C. A. Nimocks devoted 
bimself, removing to Detroit, while W. A. re- 
mained in Minneapolis. The latter is the Sec- 
retary of the Minnesota Farmers’ Mutual Fire- 
Insurance Company, an organization he was 
instrumental in founding, and has investments 
making it imperative for him to remain here. 

W. A. Nimocks is the oldest brother, he 
being a mau of about 50 years. Ih 1882 he 
made the acquaintance of a young woman of 
Chicago, There are various accounts of how 
this acquaintance began, but all agree in sur- 
rounding it with circumstances of a peculiar 
if not a delicate character. The woman was 
then about 24 years oid. Mr. Nimocks had al- 
ready been married twice, his first two wives 
dying. Of the first two years of his 
third and last venture in a marital way rumor 
has nothing to say, but it is said that during 
the last year all has not been roseate. It is 
said that there were suspicions awakened that 
the fancy of Mrs. Nimocke was not strictly 
confined to the family bearthstone. No chil- 
dren came to bless the home, so that she was 
left without the care and cail upon her time 
and thought known to the mother. What first 
aroused the mind of W. A. Nimocks to a 
belief that his young wife was not faithful to 
the hymeneal pledges is not known, but it is 
asserted that for some time he has had differ- 
ent parties looking after her movements.

This was a swell affair, 
and the attention paid her by Mr. Robinson at 
that time was marked. Some say Mr. Nimocks 
dates his suspicion of her chastity from that 
night.

He was very 
sorry, but that did not modify the vast amount of 
injury that bad béen done, for not only had con- 
sumers all over this country become alarmed, but 
European countries had placed an embargo on 
European meats and live stock. In order to over- 
come this obstacle the Chicago Live-Stock Asso- 
ciation sent agents to Europe to show chat our cat- 
tle were healthy. These instances could be re- 
lated by the score. 

The speaker next referred to a scare aroused 
by the intelligenes that the terrible foot-and- 
mouth disease had broken out in Kansas, 
where a veterinary surgeon found a few caives 
with frozen feet, The so-called experts pro- 
nounced the symptoms those of the real dis- 
ease. The calves got well, but the experts 
bave not yet recovered. 

The speaker then took up the Missouri 
scare, and took off the reports of the experts 
on the sixteen sick catile shipped from Mis- 
souri to Chicago. He pictured the 
scare the news oceasioned, and the 
growth of the news that sixteen cattle 
were shipped into the starting statement 
that sixteen car-loads bad beer shipped, the 
cattle slaughtered, and the cars burned.

ALLEGED ARSON. 


THE KAPPES FORNITURE FIRE OF LAST 

MARCH UNDERGOING INVESTIGATION. 

‘rhe examination of Peter Frankenbach and 
Nicholas Simon, President and Secretary of 
the Kappes Furniture Company, on the charge 
of arson, was begun before Justice Woodm an 
yesterday and will probably occupy several 
days, as upwards of 100 witnesses have been 
summonea to attend. Mr. Byam, who 
defended the murderer Mulkowski, and 
O. H. Guamanson appeared for.the prisoners, 
and Luther Lafin Muls and J. C. King will 
prosecute. The Kappes furniture factory was 
badly damaged by fre March 8 last and the 
firm failed soon afterward. The present 
charge was laid against the defendants about 
six weeks ago on the statement of a man 
whose name has not yet been divulged that he 
had been paid by Frankenbach and Simon to 
set the factory on fire. The prosecution 
claim, however, tO bave proof that the 
defendants were in the buildiag, or near by, 
shortly before the fire occurred, and let fall re- 
marks about their desire to have the factory 
burn, as the tnstrance, $26,000, was vastly in 
1 of the actual value of the goods on 

and. 

Fire-Marshal Meyer was the first witness 
called. He said that at the time of the fire he 
found notbing to warrant a bélief that it 
had been caused. by -incendiarism. There 
was plenty of rubsish scattered about, and 
a good deal of varnish, in cars and barrels, 
was on the various floors. The basement, 
when he examined it after the fire had been 
put out, was full of water, but whether the 
enormous quantity of water thrown into the 
building had destroyed the traces of in- 
cendiarism alleged to have been tnere he could 
not say. 

Jacob Grieb, the former watchman in the fac- 
tory, said that the Thursday before the factory 
burned be lett the building for a few moments, 
and upon his return found a varnisb- 
can upset on the floor in what was 
known as the wagon-room, and the 
varnish was on fire, and bad spread over a 
space nearly fourteen feet square. The incipi- 
ent blaze was put out by the department be. 
fore much damage was done, but upon going 
into the basement the same night, he found 
the plugs in the bung-holes of the varnish bar- 
rels stored there all loose, and the varnish es- 
caping badly. He informed Frankenbach of this 
discovery, and that person said: ** Well, if the 
old concern burns we can get our Insurance.”

Great Disaster and Annoy- 
ance in the Hast. 


Basements Submerged in New York 
and Brooklyn—Families Driven 
Out by Water. 
; 


Pennsylvania Towns Treated Badly by the 


Elements—Railroad Traffic In- 
terrupted. 


New York, Nov. 24.—|Special.}—The storm 
which the last two days has so interfered with 
the comfort and tried the patience of people of 
this city is one of the severest which. has vis- 
ited this region in a long time. It is also very 
extensive in its operations, and has lasted an 
unconscionably long time. Originating in Kan- 
sas Saturday last, it this afternoon settled 
down in the vicinity of Sandy Hook for awhile 
in order to give shivering New York an oppor- 
tunity to judge of the pleasant effects 
of a forty to fifty mile an hour 
wind, combined with ice-cold douches 
ofrain. Later on the storm-centre passed up 
north of the metropolis, and is now picking its 
way iu a northeasterly direction along the New 
Engiand coast. 

It began to rain in New York and its vicinity 
about 5 o'clock Sunday evening, and it has 
rained, sleeted, or snowed here almost ever 
since. During this period two inches of rain 
have falien. The average velocity of the Wind 
in New York since the beginning of the present 
atmospherical disturbance has not materially 
varied from thirty miles an hour, and the 
maximum velocity bas been forty miles. 
Sergt. Eichelberger of the New York Signal- 
Service Station in this city declares that the 
storm has thus far raged most severely in this 
neighborhood, although dangerous gales, per- 


may be apprehended all along the New Effgland 
coast today. 

At about 4:30 o'clock this afternoon the 
wind, which had previously been blowing from 
the northeast, veered around to the nortb- 
west, and this was taken to mean clear- 
ing, colder weather. Men who live along 
the river-tront say that the tide bas 
not been so high before during the 
last twenty years. Many of the piers were 
under water. In a number of places along the 
East River the water threatened to pour over 
the buikheads and inundate the streets. A 
saloon at Broad and Beaver streets, which is a 
number of blocks from the river-front, was 
flooded. Cellars were also flooded along West 
and the adjoining streets.. The high tide lifted 
the ferry bridge to an angie of nearly forty- 
five degrees. Along the Bast River water- 
front much damage was dove to perishable 
stock by flooding of cellars and buse- 
ments, due to ‘the unusually high 
lide and the driving rain. Some 
of the cellars were flooded to the depth of one 
or two feet. In the lower part of Maiden Lane, 
where there were a number of basements in 
which ore is stored, the water in some cases 
bad flooded them before tne occupants of the 
offices above realized the danger, and when at 
last pumps were brought into play the weter 
drawn out was mixed with oil and slime, which 
ran down to the gutter in a filthy cur- 
rent. In Front and Water streets the base- 
ments also suffered from the flood, but the 
water at no time got beyond the control of the 
pumps which were rigged up on all sides in the 
streets near the river. 

In Brooklyn the high tide caused a suspen- 
sion of work in Jewell’s wills. The water rose 
in the cellars and filled the elevator so that no 
flour could be sent through them. The water 
rose higu about the shanties at Gowanus, and 
at the Pierrepont stores one of the piers was 

At Red Hook Point water flowed 
into the cellars, and the same complaints were 
made along the sunken lots on Van Brunt 
street. 7, 

The tide at lla. m. at Hunter's Point was 
the highest known in many years, rising four 
feet above the mean level and completely sub- 
merging the wharves along the East River 
front. At the East River ferry at Borden av- 
enue the water covered Ferry street cross- 
ing to the Long Island Railroad Sta- 
tion, making it impassable for pedestri- 
ans for nearly an bour. The water, when the 
tide was at its highest was up to the floor of 
the Long Island. Hailroad Station. The yard 
and piers of the Export Lumber Yard were sub- 
merged, and most of the planking used for 
roadways was washed away, as was a small 
house in the yard. Occupied by the watch- 
man. Along Newtown Creek the lower stories 
of many factories were flooded, and the fires 
under the boilers put out. The track of the 
Long Isiand Bailroad from the end of the yard 
as far as Blissville was submerged to the depth 
of six inches. At Sunswick Terrace, Astoria, 
the roadway was badly washed away in sev- 
eral places. All along the west shore more 
or less damage resulted from the flood- 
ing of cellars and the lower stories of 
dwellings near the bays by the unusually 
high tide. There was a washout on the track 
of the Long Island Railroad near Sag Harbor. 
All along the Lower Hudson wharves, that 
were never overflowed before, were at high 
tide, about noon, completely submerged. At 
Tarrytown timber-yards were under water, 
and the timber and planks floated off. At 
Dobbs’ Ferry much damage was done tothe 
public wharf and the lumber, coal, and brick- 
yards. At Yonkers Read’s sugar-refining 
pier was submereed. The greatest 
damage was done at King's Bridge. 
The roadway leading from the 
railroad station west was at one time under a 
foot of rushing water which swept across it 
and almost obliterated it. Fences were torn 
down. The water rose to a level with railroad 
tracks and all trains had to proceed very slowly 
over this piece of the road. There were also 
numerous wasbouts all along the line. 


HOW IT CAUSED A FIRE. 

The high tide inundated the lime-yard of 
John Bell & Sons, on the Harlem River, be- 
tween One Hundred and Thirteenth and One 
Hundred and Fourteenth streets. In the sheds 
were stored 8,000 barrels of lime and cement. 
The siacking of the lime set fire to the shed 
and the contents were destroyed. The ioss is 
estimated at $19,000, fully insured. 

At Coney Island the tide was the bighest 
known in eight years. The waves undermined 
the music-stand at Brighton Beach and spent 
their force at the walis of the hotel itself. 
After washing away all the made ground and 
lawns and flower-beds, the water poured into 
the cellar. The seas dashed over Engeman's 
meaiows and entered the basement of Bader's 
Hotel, where the cooks were compelled to run 
out. The water washed out aboutforty bath- 
ing-bouses at Vandeveer’s, wade a wreck of 
Ryan’s Pavilion, and carried away all the 
bathing-houses of the line near Bauer's Hetel. 

WIPING OUT SUMMER- RESORTS. 

At Manbattan Beach the planking fronting 
the water was torn up, and the waves dashed 
up as far as the music-pavilion, breaking the 
fences on the east side, near the amphitheatre. 
Communication between Manhattan Beach and 
the Oriental Hotel was cut off. On Ocean ay- 
enue, at Sheepshead Bay, the water was 80 
high that people were obliged to use rowboats 
to reach the road leading to the Coney Island 
Jockey Club. The basements and first floors of 
many houses were flooded, and the occupants 
were compelled to move their furniture to the 
upper floors.

THE MILLIONAIRES SUFFER. 
AsBURY PARK, N. J., Nov. 24.—The storm of

The cottages of Dr. L. D. Bulkley, above Sea- 
bright, were undermined and one of them was 
almost demolished. The cottage of Jesse How- 
land is a complete wreck. It is impossible at 
present to give the amount ot damage done, 
and it is feared the high tide of tonight will 
greatly increase the loss. 


FLOODING THE HUB. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—The 
northeasterly rain-storm, which really began 
Sunday. continued up to this evening, with no 
indications ot fair weather. The total rainfali 
here bas not been very large, but the wind to- 
day reached a velocity of forty-five miles an 
hour, and the tide was higher than for several 
years. It is reported that the tideon Revere 
Beach, about ten miles from Boston, has already 
flooded some of the summer hotels, and it is 
feared that they will be swept away before 
morning. No serious annoyance has been 
caused in Boston by the storm. 


AN OCEAN DISASTER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 24.—Word bas 
reached bere that the ship Malta, from Antwerp 
for New York, went ashore on Ocean Beach, 
near Shark River, this morning. She lies bead 
on. The crew is being taken off. One man is 
reported drowned. 

The Malta will probably be saved. The sail- 
or who was drowned was crazed by exposure 
and fright. It had been found necessary to 
bind bim and confide him in the cabin. He 
jumped overboard while being taken over to 
the breeches-buoy. 


“(HE STORM ELSEWHERE. 


Lock HAVEN, Pa., Nov. 24.—A heavy snow- 
storm has prevailed here since Sunday night 
without cessation. The snow on the hills is re- 
ported to be three feet deep, and it is still 
snowing. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Nov. 24.—It tras snowed 
here incessantly for over twenty-four bours, 
and there are now no signs of a cessation. Two 
feet have fallen. Telegraphic communication 
has been practically suspended all day. 

Kinoston, N. V., Nov. 24.—A blinding north- 
east snow-storm, accompanied at times by 
sieet and bail, prevails in this vicinity. Large 
drifts are obstructing railroad and other travel. 
In the Catskills snow fell to a depth of ten 
incber, 

Rauway, N. J., Nov. 24.—The storm bas 
caused the Rahway River here to rise so high 
that people living iu the vicinity have bad to 
move up-stairs, and horses and cows bad to be 
removed from stables for safety. In some 
cases people have to row in boats to and trom 
their homes. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 24.—A heavy rain- 
storm set in here Sunday and continued 
throughout Monday until the evening, when it 
changed to snow. The storm is still raging 
furiously. Reports from the mountain dis- 
tricts are to the effect that sixteen inches bave 
already fallen. The snow at Penobscot, seven 
— from here, is reported twenty-two inches 

eep. 

The fall of snow continues tonight, and is 
now Over two feet deep along the lines of the 
Lehigh Valley and Philadelphia & Keading 
Railroads. All the trains on the Lehigh Valley 
Road tonight are run with three or four en- 
gines. The storm has been very severe, and 
18 said to be tne heaviest which has visited 
this section in twenty years. 


Port Jerrerson, L. I., Nov. 24.—There was 


the highest tide ever known in this vicinity to- 
day. A part of the village was flooded and 
many of the inhabitants were forced to retreat 
to the second stories of their houses. 

WESTMINSTER, Md., Nov. 24.—Snow bas 
fallen for the better part of today, and it 
reached a depth of six inches. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Nov. 24.—An earthquake 
wave in the bay at 9:30 this morning caused 
the tide to rise three feet above mean h gh 
water. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Nov. 24.—A severe 
easterly storm has been raging here since yes- 
terday morning, with extreme high tides and 
heavy sea. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 24.— The tide this 
afternoon reached the highest point known in 
this Vicinity for many years, wharves, ware- 
houses, and cellars along the water-front being 
overfiowed to.the depth of several feet and 
causing much damage. 

Nortaport, L. I.. Nov. 24.—The highest tide 
ever known here caused the whole of the 
water-front of this village to be inundated. 
Nearly ail the lumber in one of the yards was 
fioated off. A boat loaded with oysters was 
floated to the door of the Northport Hotel—an 
cighth of a mile from the bay—and unloaded. 

RIVERHEAD, L. I., Nov. 24.—The effects of 
the high tide were felt here today, something 
which was never known before. The river 
overflowed to such an extent as to flood the 
streets, house cellars, and basements. Many 
boats, small outbuildings, and other loose 
property were carried away by the outgoing 
tide. 


FRANK R. SHERWIN. 


THE EX-NEW YORK BANKER AND NEW MEX- 
ICAN CATTLE KING DISCHARGED. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 24.—/Special.|—Frank 
B. Sherwin, the ex-New York banker and New 
Mexican cattle king, has been discharged by 
the Court of Appeals. 

It is maintained by tbe court that all the in- 
dictments against Sherwin were fataily de- 
fective. They impute to him no crime nor 
criminal offense whatever, and each is insuffl- 
cient to sustain a verdict of guilty. 
This is believed to be the first in- 
stance in our judicial. history where an 
attempt has been made to punish the mere fail- 
ure to obey a subpcena issued by the District- 
Attorney in a criminal case as a misdemeanor. 
The judgment was reversed by the court, sen- 
tence annuiled, indictment quashed, and 
defendant discharged. The discharge of the 
defendant was on the grounds that the refusal 
to obey a subpeena issued by the Digtrict-At- 
torney was not a criminal contempt under the 
statute; the defendant, therefore, could not be 
indicted; also, that the punishment for suvt 
an offense was provided for by other provis- 
ions of the statutes. 


[When Chgries H. Phelps, cashier under State- 
Treasurer Rains of New York, was accused of de- 
Talcation, the Attorney-General declared that 
Pheips had wrongfully deposited $161,000 with F. 
R. Sherwin 4 Co. of No. 80 Broadway, and three 
Gratts for $20,000, $15,000, and $26,000, 
respectively, were found which had 
been indorsed by Phelps to Charles Hudson, one 
of Sherwin’s employés, and by the latter cashed 
and applied to the use of the firm of F. R. Sherwin 
& Po. Mr. Sherwin was released in 1877 
on -$30,000 bail.

THE PENDING ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 

The Parliamentary elections in England have 
commenced, and under the British system of 
voting will extend over the present week and 
next. Both Tories and Liberals claim a ma- 
jority, though it is not known how the new 
voting element will exercise the rights con- 
ferred upon it by the extension of the fran- 
chise. ‘The Tories are certain that the old 
sguirarchy and church influence will still be 
strong enough to hold them for their ticket; 
but, looking the ground all over, the situation 
is so néw, the changes so radical, and the 
direction of the vote so uncertain that no intel- 
ligent estimate of the result can be predicated. 
It is not yet even known what the numerical 
strength of the new electorate will be, the 
statements varying all the way from an in- 
crease of 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 and over. 
The London Times of the 14th inst., fore- 
casting the probable number from data 
which are known to be correct, thinks that 
the county electorate of 1884, which num- 
bered 908,037, will be increased by new votes 
to the extent of 1,500,000; this is outside of 
the borough cities; Of this increase one- 
third are farm hands and two-thirds villagers 
and people of cities and towns that had no 
separate member of Parliament. 

The shifting of the vote from the counties 
under squirarchy influence to the manu- 
facturing centres under trades-union influ- 
ence is a marked feature of the drift of 
English politics. It has been generally sup- 
posed .that the accretion to the popular vote 
under the new Franchise act will be mainly 
from the ranks of Hodge, the agricultural 
laborer. The same writer to whom we 
have referred shows the fallacy of this 
supposition. The agricultural population has 
been steadily diminishing for the last twenty- 
five years, and has drifted into the cities and 
towns as agriculture has grown less and less 
profitable, and the demand for farm labor 
has decreased, the natural result being that 
the manufacturing population has proportion- 
ately increased. Of the total number em- 
ployed in agriculture in 1881, only 807,608 
are returned as farm laborers and cottagers. 
Of these 221,650 are under 21 years of age, 
and hence not voters. Of the remainder it 
is estimated that fully one-third are not 
eligible, so that oniy about 400,000 of 
the new electorate come from the agri- 
cultural class. The remaining three-fourths 
therefore belong to the industrial or manu- 
facturing classes in the towns, which have 
heretofore been largely Liberal. The drift 
of the voting population has been from the 


ties, for instance, had 199 members under the 
old act and will have 152 under the new; 
while the sixteen manufacturing counties, 
which had 158 members under the old act, 
will have 179 under the new; in other words, 
the latter will have 27. representatives more 
than the former where they formerly had 41 
less, thus making a difference of 68 in favor 
of the manufacturing counties and probably 


a total of 465 seats for the whole ot England, 
69 are given to the city. Hitherto its rep- 
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politan area. Twenty-three of them, with a 
total of forty-two seats, belong to the former 
class, and thirteen, with a total of twenty- 
seven seats, to the latter. In the last Parlia- 
ment the twenty-four members from the 
were divided in the proportion of 
fourteen Liberals to ten Tories. If the same 
ratio should be maintained in the present 
contest the Liberals will have cause for satis- 
faction, as there seems to be no question that 
they will havea majority in the country. 
They base their estimates largely upon the 
increase of the manufacturing constituencies. 
Out of 160 large places which have never 
been directly represented in Parliament be- 
fore, 108 are manufacturing and only fifty- 
seven residential or agricultural in their 
character. 3 
The Tories, on the other hand, are equally 
cdhfident of victory, or what they would con- 
sider equivalent to victory—a reduction of the 
Liberal. majority to such an extent that the 
Parnellites will have a balance of power 
strong enough to block the Liberals at every 
turn. The Parnellites will have at least 
ninety seats, which will leave 580 to be con- 
tended for by the Tories and Liberals. The 
latter must get considerably over two-thirds 
of these to have anything like a safe working 
majority. The result, however, ‘will be known 
to a large extent by the end of this wéek, as 
all the borough elections must be held before 
Saturday, and in these boroughs the two par- 
ties will make their most desperate efforts in 
order to influence the elections which follow. 


VISIBLE SUPPLY OF GRAIN. 

The grain trade of this country is to be 
congratulated upon the fact that something 
like uniformity has.at last been reached in 
the methods of compiling the New York and 
Chicago statements of the visible supply of 
grain at the close of each week. They have 
exhibited a wide divergence during the year 
and ten months that have elapsed since 
the first compilation of the statement 
in the West instituted a competition 
with that issued at the seaboard for 
many years previously. It is well known 
that the two statisticians used different plans 
for the respective compilations, and the great 
majority of parties interested in the figures 
did not seem able to rise to a comprehension 
of the fact that a much better knowledge of 
the situation could be obtained from a com- 
parison of. the two. than from either taken 
singly. Hence it was not seldom a per 
fect howl went up on occasions when the 
disagreements were wider than ordinary, and 
the comments on the matter showed the folly 
of the talkers quite as often as they imputed 
a want of knowledge or a lack of industry | 
on the part of one or other of the statis- 
ticians. 

The principal outstanding point of differ- 
ence now is that the New York statement 
makes an allowance for grain supposed to be 
in transit by rail, which the Chicago compila- 
tion does not. Both include the wheat stocks 
at Minneapolis and St. Paul, the Eastern 
total including them this week for the first 
time. Each of them makes the visible sup- 
ply of wheat to have been near 54,500,000 
bushels at the close of last week, being an 
increase from the last previous total and a 
much larger aggregate than reported 
previous year. The quantity may seem an 
enormous one, and so it is, But it is not 
equal to the consumption of the country for 
more than about seventy days, with noth- 
ing taken for export. It ought not 
to be more . oppressive to take care of 
so much in store than it is for the ordinary 
man to have a bank balance sufficient to pay 
his current expenditures tor two months 
ahead; and to most persons that would be 
rather pleasant than painful. In any event 
the people who are interested in the market 
now have the consolation of knowing, on the 
testimony of two witnesses, to within about 
the half of 1 per cent how much there is in 
the aggregate; and in the future, as in the 
past, the biggest talking about it wjll un- 
doubtedly be done by the men ‘who do not 
own a bushel of the article and never expect to. 


THE COUNCIL’S DRAINAGE COMMIS- 
SION, 

The Common Council at its last meeting 
passed an order authorizing the appointment 
of a Drainage and Water Supply Commis- 
sion, whose province it will be to examine 
the whole subject of main-drainage, sewer- 
age; and water supply,” and report to the 
Council a year from now. This commission 
will consist of five members, two to be 
selected by the Citizens’ Association, two by 
the Common Council, and one by the Mayor. 
They will receive a salary of $5,000 each, 
and the sum of $30,000 is to be appropriated 
out of the water fund for their use. 

These are the principal features of a plat 
for a job which shall supply five men with 
soft places for a year, which authorizes 
them to supply themselves with secretaries, 
stenographers, janitors, offices, books, and 
and which in the nature of 
things will necessitate considerable junk- 
eting and a great deal of traveling 
to other cities to observe meth- 
ods of drainage which have nothing 
in common with our own and hence can 
throw no light upon our own needs. And all 
this time is to be wasted and money thrown 
away in an attemptto obviate difficulties the 
clear and simple remedy for which has al- 
ready been pointed out and can be applied 
by the Board of Public Works: That reme- 
dy is the transformation of the canal and 
Desplaines River into a waterway. The 
brickmakers have already commenced the 
work by removing the clay, taken from .the 
bed of the canal and along the right of way 
on the north side for four or five miles, until 
they have made a ditch as capacious as the 
canal itself, and separated from it by the tow- 
path, which is of no use now that steam is so 
generally used in canal navigation. By 
cutting away the towpath and letting the 
brickmakers go on up to the rock cut, ten 
miles of the distance will have been ac- 
complished, and there will be a waterway 
of 200 feet in width and ten feet in depth. 
There then remain about ten miles 
of hard-pan and rock-cutting to enlarge the 
canal from the Summit to where the bed of 
the Desplaines can be utilized with compara- 
tively little expense to Lockport, ten or 
twelve miles farther, where the fall begins, 
thus giving a channel of sufficient capacity 
for all purposes required by the drainage 
problem for generations to come. It has been 
estimated that a channel cin be made by 
utilizing the bed of thé Desplaines for some 
ten miles, which will have five times the ca- 
pacity of the present canal, and that the work 
can be done at a comparatively reasonable 
price. With this method of solving the prob- 
lem; which could be easily tested by careful 
survey, was it necessary for the Common 
Council to establish five new offices, to be 
filled for an indefinit time, necessitating large 
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— 
in itself evidence of jobbery and tax-eating 
in the direction of extras—a style of spoils 
with whieh this city has become painfully 
familiar, It is simply a scheme for salaries 
and soft placeg, The Mayor should promptly 


veto it and the whole matter should be recon- 


sidered. The Board of Public Works is as 
competent to deal with the drainage question

I CONGRESS. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
York Herald holds that Congress has lost 
influence by limiting debate,” and that ‘if 
members of the House wish to restore the in- 
fluence and prestige of their body they will 
have to abdlish the previous question and 
give the widést scope to debate.” His theory 
is that the Sendte has made itself the most 
influential branch of Congress by allowing 


unlimited debate, while. in the House the. 


rules for stopping the everlasting flow of talk 
have put the orators in eclipse and cost the 
statesmen of that body the loss of much rep- 
utation. It ig not probable that this sugges 
tion will be acted upon. On the contrary, 
the dispatch of public business demands that 
the rules be amended 80 as to cut off the op- 
portunities which now permit the minority to 
talk measures to death and obstruct legisla- 
tion by dilatory and filibustering tactics. To 
change the rules and permit unlimited debate 
in the House would be getting out of the fry- 
ing-pan into the fire. It would aggravate the 
evils of the present system a hundredfold. 

The Senate started as a small body of 
twenty-six members. The Senators were 
elderly men who had outgrown all fondness 
for electionéering oratory, and in their pro- 
ceedings they were more like a bench of 
Judges than an assemblage of debaters. 
Field days” have always been comparative- 
ly rare in the Senate. For a long time the 
Senate presented the scene of a consultation- 
room rather than a debating society; but the 
body has now grown so large that it is losing 
its judicial habit; the evils of interminable 
talk are beginning to be seriously felt, and it 
is altogether probable that before many years 
the previous question will have to be intro- 
duced in thé Upper House. Every year there 
is more businéss to be done and more time 
wasted in needless debate. The members of 
the House are generally younger men, with a 
greater ardor for debate and fresh from the 
hustings. Long ago it was found necessary 
to limit speeches to one hour, forbid any 
member speaking more than once to the same 
question, and by holding out the temptation 
of leave to print” induce the orators to 
read a paragraph or two and then subside. 
The turbulent unwieldy House, with its 
membership of young and ardent debaters, 
could make little headway under the Senato- 
rial rules, 

Even as it is now a great portion of the 
business in the House has to be done under 
a suspension of the rules. But whenever an 
insignificant minority is disposed to insist on 
the rules it is possible to filibuster and block 
legislation beyond all reason. A few mem- 
bers by joining together as obstructionists, 
can block and ‘the majority and often 
defeat important measures by dilatory tac- 
tics. What is wanted in the House is to 
limit debate still further and take it out of 
the powér of the minority to obstruct the 
course of legislation. The theory of popular 
government inside as well as outside of Con- 
gress is that the majority shall rule, and the 
minority is entitled simply te an opportunity 
to state its position, place its protest on rec- 
ord, and record its votes in the negative. 
The rules of the House might easily be 
amended so as to allow fair discussion and 
yet not permit the minority to usurp the 
place of the majority by resorting to filibus- 
tering and dilatory tactics. The majority is 
charged with the responsibility of govern- 
ment, and it ought to have the power to 
carry out its will in enacting laws. The re- 
form needed in Congress is more attention to 
business and less time wasted in filibuster- 
ing and buncombe debate. 


ANOTHER ROUTE TO THE PACIFIC. 
The completion of the branch extending 
from the main line of the Atlantic & Pacific 
at Waterman, Cal., to San Diego opens a 
new route to the Pacific and authorizes a 
hope that there may yet be some degree of 
legitimate .competition in transcontinental 
traffic. Heretofore the Santa Fé route con- 
nected with the Southern Pacific at Mojave, 
a short distance west of Waterman, 100 or 
more miles from the ocean, but now, by the 
line running south from the latter place to 
San Diego, it has a direct outlet to the Pa- 
cific. The Santa Fé route is, therefore, in a 
position where it has strong inducements to 
compete with he Big Three” rather than 
combine with them to pool ail Pacific busi- 
ness, San Diego has a finer harbor than San 
Francisco and a better climate. With a line 
of steamers on the coast a great deal of mer- 
chandise might be brought from San Fran- 
cisco to San Diego and sent East by the new 
route. The line is as short as any, and can 
be operated without difficulty every day in 
the year. Obviously the new line has every 
inducement to compete forza share of the 
transcontinental traffic and exert itself to 
make San Diego one of the principal com- 
mercial emporiums on the Pacific coast. 

The so-called Atlantic & Pacific is a part of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé system, 
and is owned mainly by Boston capitalists. 
It now runs west from the main line at Ar- 
buquerque, N. M., to Mojave, Cal., where it 
connects with the Southern Pacific, and by 
means of the branch just completed it has an 
independent outlet to the ocean at San Diego, 
which has a magnificent harbor. The Mex- 
ican Central, extending from Rincon to the 
City of Mexico; the Sonora Branch, which 
runs southwest to Guaymas; and the Rio 
Grande Road, which extends from La Junta 
to Denver and Ogden, are all parts of the 
same great system, whose feeders extend 
from the City of Mexico to Northern Utah. 
By means of the short line to San Diego this 
entire system now has -a direct connection 
with the Pacific coast. At Guaymas, on the 
Gulf of California, the road is already con- 
nected by its own steamship line with La 
Paz in Lower California, and Mazatlan, San 
Blas, and Manzanillo in Mexico. If the 
road should follow the same policy in estab- 
lishing a steamship line from San Diego to 
San Francisco, it might easily secure a large 
share of the transcontinental business and 


cut into the monopoly of the Big Three.“

A cURIOUs — showing bow little 
railroad companies are disposed to obey the 
law is afforded by a decision rendered & few 
days ago by the Illinois Railroad Commis- 
sioners. It was brought to thé attention of 
the ‘Commissioners that many roads W this 
State have systematically charged passenger 
rates on all fractions of a mile at full rates. 
In correcting this i of law and lay- 
ing down the rule for the government of the 
roads in the future the Commissioners say: 


In computing fares the distance shall be 
multiplied by the rate, and when — fraction 
of one cent is one-half or over, it shall be 
reckoned as one cent, and for a fraction of less 
than one-half cent the same shall not be com- 
puted, To take effect Deo. 1, 1888. 


Of course this was a small matter so far as 
individuals were concerned and could only 
amount to a few cents for each trip; but to 
the companies it meant the illegal exaction 
of thousands of dollars from passengers. 
They protested vigorbusly against the new 
rule, which entitles them only to pay for the 
precise: service rendered. For years they 
had made unlawful. charges and collected 
from passengers money to which they had 
no right, and as the amount was so small in 
each case there was no danger of being sued 
and little pros pect that anybody would make 
a complaint. People generally would regard 
it as small business to make complaint about 
an overcharge of a few cents, but the aggre- 
gate of these unlawful collections represented 
thousands of dollars to the corporations 
which were engaged in taking penny tribute 
of their passengers. Under the new rule 
the companies must confine themselves to 
the legal rates, and will be unable to sneak in 
extra charges of two or three cents for frac- 
tions of miles not traveled. 


GALLANT Prince Alexander of Bulgaria 
seems to have completely turned the tables 
on King Milan, who resembles that King of 
France who marched up the hill with 40,000 
men and then marched down again. After 
storming the hights of Saribrod and occupy- 
ing that city, Prince Alexander placed him- 
self again at the head of his troops and is 
now following up his victories by driving the 
Servians before him in all directions back 
toward their own territory. He has also 
given an intimation of his purposes by his 
request to the Porte to delay sending a com- 
mission to Roumelia until the war is over. 
His further remark, that as a soldier he can 
only propose an armistice when on Serwian 
territory, shows that he will not be content 
with driving the invaders out of his own ter- 
ritory, but that he proposes to give them a 
taste of what they had Intended for him, and 
that when he sheathes his sword he will do 
so on Servian soil. Meanwhile King Milan 
has no enviable fate facing him. It is not 
improbable that the discontent of his people } 
with him will now cost him his crown. 

Tux Boston Herald, in an exhaustive arti- 
cle which is republished in Tue Trisune 
this mornjng, shows that Chicago is fast be- 
coming the centre of the dry-goods and job- 
bing trade. Many old houses in New York 
and Boston are going ont of the business be- 
cause there is no longer any profit in it for 
them. One of the causés for this change is 
said to be that retailers are buying direct 
from the factories and the commission busi- 
ness has become the more profitable,

FRANCE. 
BRISSON AND GOBLET DECLARE THAT THE

PARIS, Nov. 24.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
today a committee consisting of ten members 
of the Right and twenty-threé members of the 
Left was elected to examine the Tonquin 
credits, Twenty-six members of the commit- 
tee are in favor of the evacuation of Tonquin 
and seven are in favor of limited occupation.

A FIGHT ON THE BUDGET, ESPECIALLY IN 
REGARD TO INCREASED EXPENDITURES 
FOR THE ARMY. 

BERLIN, Nov. 24.—A debate arose on the first 
reading of the budget in the Reichstag today. 
Sir Burchard, Secretary of the Imperim Treas- 
ury, insisted upon the necessity of increasing 
the military outiay and upon the necessity of 
revising the taxation of sugar and increasing 
the duties on spirits in order to place the 
finances of the Empire upon a sounder footing. 

Herr Richter opposed increasing the appro 
priations for the army, and sharply criticised 
the Government's colontal policy. 

Herr Liebknecht severely attacked the home 
and foreign policy of the Government, and said 
he hoped the budget would be rejected. 

SOCIALISM. 
The Government presented in the Reichstag 


today its annual’ report on Socialism. 
The report says that the doctrines of 
the Socialists are spreading despite 
the active measures adopted to 


repress them being propagated by Anarchists 
of other countries. Complaint is made that 
Socialistic newspapers and pamphlets printed 
in foreign Capitals are smuggied into Germany. 


Of the 56,000 copies of the Freiheit printed in 
America only 500, the report says, are intend- 
ed for American readers.

LIEUT. SCHUEBTZ REPORTS AS TO HIS MS- 
SION TO CARRY PRESENTS TO THE NA-« 
TIVES WHO BEFRIENDED THY JEANNETTE 
SURVIV: ORS. : 
Wasuinoron, D. C., Nov. 24.—The following 

letter has been received by Secretary Bayard 

from Lieut. W.W. Sehuetz, United States navy, 
who was sent to Siberia last summer to carry 
the presents and gratuities awarded by Con- 
gress to certain of the natives of that country 
who befriended the survivors of the Jeannette: 

I have the honor to report my arrival here the 

Zist inst. on my way to the mouth of the Lena 

River. My route from St. Petersburg was the one 

usually followed in summer from Moscow over 

Nisbni-Novgorod, Kazon, Perm, and Tinmen. From 

the latter place to Tomsk the travel by steamer 

occupied ten days, and thence by wagon 
to Irkutsk seventeen days. From Tomsk 
the time used was unusually long, 
the roads being the worst known (for 
years. Owing to this unexpected delay on 
the latter part of the journey | shall have to wait 
here until the winter road opens to Yakutek, prob- 
ably in the early part of November. 1 shall then 
proceed to Yakutsk as rapidly as possible, fit out 
the expedition for the North Coast, and, returning 
from the Delta, try to reach Irkutsk before the 
spring break-up. Cold weather has now setin near 

Yakutsk, and the only practicable summer travel 

by boat ts interrupted. .. . The usual visits 

with the officials of Irkutsk have been exchanged. 

The newly-appointed Governor-General of East 

Siberia, Count Ignatieff, is particularily kind and 

courteous, and promises me all necessary official 

assistance in my journey to the north.

THE EXPULSION OF POLES. 
CRUEL. EFFECT OF BISMARCK’S DECREE 

DRIVING THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE OUT OF 

PRUSSIA. 

Vigwna, Nov. 13.—If Burope had not been 
engrossed at this moment by the Eastern ques- 
tion, the wholesale expulsion of Polish sub- 
jecta from Prussia must have excited consid- 
erabie attention. As it is, so flagrant a vioila- 
tion of international usage and laws ought not 
to be passed over without protest. 

It will be remembered that about a month 
ago a Polish member of the Aus 
trian Lower House, Herr von Grochb- 
lovski, interpellated Count Taaffe about 
the expulsions. Wishing to bave cor- 
rect information on the whole subject, I 
thought that Herr von Grochlovski, having set 
himself up as the official champion of the ex- 
iles, would be the best person to whom to ap- 
ply. But he showed himself very nervous, 
saying that be knew nothing beyond what bad 
been said in the newspapers, and, in fact, con- 
veyed the impression that be bad lodged his 
interpellation rather for the purpose of takine 
the question out of the hands of the Opposi- 
tion than because be himself felt any strong 
interest in it. The interpellation, brought for- 
ward by him in a balf-hearted fashion, came 
to nothing, and bad to be revived in the dele- 
gations. 

Up to the present time over 2,000 Austrian 
subjects have received notice to leave Prussia, 
and the majority of these bave already been 
sent on their way. In giving statistics as to 
the number of expulsions Count Kalncky reck- 
oned only the expulsions effected before the 
15th of October, and overlooked the fact that 
many of the exiles were not required to start 
before the Ist of November. Some, in fact, have 
been served with notices to leave by the lst of 
April next. The exiles who have already reached 
Cracow are agriculturists, miners, milers, 
gardeners, coachmen, and artisans. Most of 
them are Roman Catholics; some of them have 
been so long in Prussia that they could hardly 
speak the Polish language. There was an old 
couple, man and wife, of 80 who had lived for- 
ty years in the Duchy of Posen; and a great 
many Other persons had been domiciled for pe- 
riods of from fifteen to twenty years in differ- 
ent parts of Prussia. Some ot these had pur-

The Coroner drew away 
the sheet from the face and head, exposing 
also that shattered rigut band which had 
been uplifted in a pitiful effort to save 
herself from the charge of the gun.

As it t lay the corpse 
was itself a mute but eloquent witness of 
the character and manner of the death.

The witnesses were 
Mr. and Mrs. De Long, who rent the flat in 
which the murder was committed, at No. 310

room to the Smiths, who aescribed the shot 
heard Saturday evening, the visit of Mrs. De 
Long to the room, and the answers given ber 
by Smith as to the cause of the report; Agnes 
Hansen, the servant-girl at the same place, who

Smith, who lives in Cleveland, asking what the 
cost would be of the shipment of the remains 
to her. She intimates that she is very poor, 
and not able to pay much. 1

riage certificate, which shows that the couple 
were married at No. 300 Main street, in the

THE WATER COMMISSION. 


THE MAYOR DOESN'T LIKE THE WAY IT 18 
TO BE MADE UP—HIS REASONS FOR OB- 
JECTING. 

Mayor Harrison doesn't like the Council's 
plan by which experts to solve the water and 
sewerage problems are to be selected and is 
talking to the Aldermen with the view of in- 
ducing them to change it. 

It is not tne right way to raise such a com- 
mission.“ he said to a TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
toi day. A commission should have been ap- 
pointed, as proposed, to select the experts. I 
don’t think the Council and the Citizens’ Asso- 
cistion—both large bodies—can select exvert 
engineers. And only $30,000 bas been set aside 
for expenses. The Commissioners are to re- 
ceive not more than $5,000 each, The ordi- 
nance doesn’t say who isto fix the amount, so 
the commission will do it, and they will take it 
all. That will leave only $5,000 for traveling, 
making surveys, plats,ete. Five are too many. 
Three engineers would be enough if selected 
with reference to their ability, reputation, and 
integrity. If the Council bad said a commis- 
sion shall be selected, two by the Council, two 
by the Citizens’ and one by the 
Mayor, to secure experts, it would have been 
done well. Three such men as we want to con- 
sider the matter should give their whole time to 
it and receive such Compensation as will com- 
mand the best talent in the country. It can- 
not be commanded for $5,000. There ought to 
be a very large sum comparatively set aside 
for this work. The money to be expended cuts 
no figure. The problems should be worked 
out to the satisfaction of the community. A 
commission should not be selected ior the pur- 
pose of paying five men $5,000 apiece, I knew 
something of the kind would be done, because 
parties who expect to geta job have been 
working it up by trying to alarm the public. 
We want calmness and deliberation in this 
thing. If it were left to my judgment I should 
say select one or two or three able engineers— 
bring them from wherever they can be pro- 
cured, and pay them a salary which will get 
the best talent—men who have no axes to 
grind and will not grind any; who have no lands 
to be benefited by the location of any works, 
no lands to be drained or ponds to be filled; 
but whose sole duty jt would be to examine 
into the whole matter - scientifically, disinter- 
estedly, and ably. I don’t think such men can 
be secured in the way provided for. I would 
rather have one Alderman make the selections, 
rather than the Counell, as then the responsi- 
bility could be put on him. In the shape the

WHAT MRS. TAYLOR SAYS. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 24.—(Special.|—After 
hunting the city from end to end the mother 
of Emma Taylor Smith, so brutally murdered, 
by ber husband at Chicago last Saturday, was 
found by your correspondent this morning. 
She said: My girl, Emma, ran away from ber 
home with Sam Smith, who came here from 
Erie. Before their flight he came to the house 
to see her, and was violently jealous. I sus- 
pect that be killed her in a t of jealousy. J. 
H. S. Beckford I never knew, nor did I dear 
Emma ever speak of him. Smith while here 
was not in any pickle bouse, but worked at 
putting up enamel signs. I do not think 
he was a married man. Aug. 1, 1883, 
they ran away frem Cleveland and I heard that 
they were married at Buffalo, but received no 
news from thewi, either directly or indirectly, 
for the last two years until I saw Monday’s 
paper. I hope Smith will be caught and bung.“ 

The woman was around the railroad offices 
arranging for her daughter’s body to be sent 
bome. She is about 45and a French-Canadian. 
Her husband and Emma’s father is a negro 
known as Doc Taylor. He has been in the 
Ohio Penitentiary for borse-stealing and worked 
as a whitewasher. He was formeriy a waiter 
at the Kennard House. Taylor is a sort of 
ne’er-do-well and the family is very poor. Tney 
live at No. 283 Lake street, this city, in a tum- 
bie-down abode. 


THE BELT DIVOKCE CASE. 


IT IS RECALLED BY THE ARREST ON THE 
CHARGE OF PERJURY OF FIVE PERSONS 
WHO TESTIFIED AGAINST THE HANDSOME 
PLAINTIFF. 

Wasninerorn, D. C., Nov. 24.—Detectives 
have arrested five persons for perjury alleged 
to have been committed in the divorce case of 
Eugene Belt against Mary Alice Belt, recently 
decided in Baltimore in favorof the latter. 
The persons arrested were William T. Benton, 
formerly a police officer; Battie Minor, a col- 
ored restaurantkeeper; Samuel Jackson, a col- 
ored watchman; Benjamin Jolly, a restaurant- 
keeper; and Joseph G. Harper, a policeman. 

(The Belt case was begun by the wife, who 
claimed a divorce and alimony from her husband 
on the ground of abandonment. About sixteen 
years ago she dawned upon New York at the fifth 
Avenue Hotel as the wite of John A. Godfrey. 
Mrs. Godfrey was about 17 or 18—not more than 18 
—and very handsome. Aftera few years of wed- 
ded life the husband died, leaving the widow with- 
out means of suppor®and with two children. For 
a while Mrs. Godtrey was lost to view. Of a sud- 
den she came to the surface again, and under cir- 
cumstances that attracted considerably more at- 
tention than she could have anticipated. The 
Acklen afair was wired all over the country, and 
whatever construction may have been put upon 
the remarkable performance us recounted in the 
newspapers, there is no doubt but that its gen- 
eral aspect would have caused consid- 
erable annoyance to any person  hoild- 
ing Cesar’s opinion as to what should be thought 
of men's spouses. The talk about the Washington 
incident subsided, however, and its heroine van- 
ished anew. More than a year ago came tidings of 
her marriage to Mr. Belt of Baltimore. The groom 
was described as avery wealthy man, aged, and 
addicted to corsets and rouge; the bride had lost 
her youthful figure and taken on a matronly in- 
stead of a maidenly air, but she was still very 
handsome. There was a grand wedding, a recep- 
tion to which 600 guests were invited, and the usual 
preliminaries to fashionable wedded life What 
happened directly afterwards is a biank. Some- 
how or other Mr. Beit and his wife failed to agree, 
and difficulties followed. The husband could not 
tax the lady with indiscreet conduct of any sort, 
but claimed that he had deen kept in 

the past until after he had 
taken Mrs. Godfrey to his ancestral abode. 

The parties separated, and then Mrs. Godtrey 

brought suit against Mr. Belt for abandonment. 

The jury gave her a verdict, involving the payment 

to the plaintiff by the defendant of a lump sum of 

$40,000 in lieu of alimony, anda further allowance 
of $12,500 for lawyer's fees and costs. As Mrs. 

Godfrey's case was conducted by ex-Congressman 

B. A. Willis, who married Mrs. Beit's gister—aiso 

a very pretty woman, bat not to be red with

CHICAGO TO CELEBRATE THE FOURTH CEN- 
TENNIAL OF COLUMBUS’ DISCOVERY OF 
AMERICA WITH A WORLD'S FAIR—OTHER 
ITEMS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 24.— Special. The 
Chicago Columbus Centennial World’s Fair 
& Exposition Company was licensed to incor- 
porate today by the Secretary of State. The 
capital stock is $1,000,000, and the incorporat- 
ors are Charles W. Zaremba, Emilie Becker, 
and Oscar Becker. The object of the incor- 


poration is to hold an international exposition 
in the City of Chicago in 1892, which will cele- 
brate the fourth centennial of the discovery of 


Ameriea. At the same time it is proposed to 


erect a colossal statue of Columbus, resting on 
a vaulted pedestal, in which will be deposited 
a bistory of each country participating. Mr. 
Zaremba, the projector of the enterprise, is 
very enthusiastic in regard to the matter, and 
asserts that its success is already assured.

When Lin- 
coln was assasinated be bad expressed what 
sympathy his tongue could utter, and whea 
Garfield perisbed be was again the spokesman 
of English sympathizers in the mourning of 
their brotheriand. Coming to the subject of 
his lecture, Dr. Farrar said he would have to 
deal with epochs not widely studied and with 
men not widely known. He referred to the 
interést which should atrach to the authors of 
the Talmud, and then went on to speak of 
the wondrous tenacity of the Jewish race. The 
Jews were a phenomenal people—to sacred and 
historical writers alike a problem. Nations 
might come and go; Israel remained. ‘‘I will 
not make a full end of thee,’’ said the voice of 
1 history showed the fulfiliment.

~Israel still remains. The stream of Jewish 
national life fowed on like a mighty river leav- 
ing generations of dead on its banks.

He 
traced the growth of the Talmud and how it 
came to be read more than the Hible. The two 
men who, more than any other. broke from 
necks the yoke of the Talmud were 
Spinoza and Moses Mendelssohn—the 
latter the grandfather of the great composer—

urer briefly sketched the work of these two 
and its results, with a description of the bioody 
and formal excowmmupication of Spinoza from 
the church.

while the courts, jails, the bridewell, and the 
penitentiaries were filled with them. The or- 
ganization of the league took place Nov. 25, 1877. 
For two years and a halt their energy was do- 
voted exclusively to the suppression of the 
sale of liquor to children, and the great bug- 
bear dwindied betore the arm of the law. The 
first vase prosecuted was successful, and after 
two or three convictions the saloonkeepers 
might be seen’ standing at their doors 
and saying to each otner: “What! 18 
this a free country! $25 for selling 
a Klass ot beer toa minor!“ In 1876 the ar- 
rests of minors were about 6,000, increased in 
1877 to 6,800. But at the end ot our first year's 
work the report of the Superintendent of Po- 
lice showed a decrease from the latter figure of 
1,428. Last year, with nearly double the popu- 
lation, the arrests of minors were fewer than 
in 1878. The mothers now look upon the 
league as acity of refuge, and every day halt 
a dozen sorrow-stricken women whose boys 
bave gone astray may be seen at the office, No. 
214 La Salle street. Every morning agents 
of the league are at every police-court in the 
city, and there is not a boy who comes before 
one of them over whom the league does not 
afterward exercise a kind of surveillance. The 
agents find where the boy obtained bis liquor, 
and that saloonkeeper is at once brought to 
justice. 

In answer to a question Mr. Paxton said that 
last monte, on the West and South Sides, 159 
charges were prosecuted and eighty-five saloon- 
keepers fined, while on the North Side forty 
charges were made and twenty-five fined, alto- 
gether $2,000 being assessed in fines. Mr. Paxton 
then related two interesting cases. He said 
that yesterday aconstable levied upon three 
barrels of whisky at the saloon of Bloom 
Harris on Highleentb street fora fine of $100 
imposed tor selling liquor to minors. Judge 
Anthony sent a saloonkeeper on State street to 
jail tor twenty days for selling to minors, and 
also fined him $100. Before Justice Prindiville 
a few days ago a woman was charged with en- 


. ticing little girls to ber house for immoral pur- 


poses and giving them beer mixed with whisky. 
A cuange of venue was taken to Justice R. H. 
White, and she is now lying in the County Jail 
tor giving liquor to minors. The league bas 
only six agents, Mr. Paxton said, and with this 
number it is utterly impossible to cover the 
whole field. The organization shculd be ex- 
tended to take in the suburbs. There are

8 
and 10, Art. I. of the Federal Constitu- 
tion and the various acts of Congress 
upon the subject of militia, more especially 
the declaration that no State without the 


conset of Congress shall keep troops in time 
of peace”; whether tne prohibition by the Lili- 
nois Legislature of other military organizations 
than the IIlinois National Guard ie not in coa- 
flict with Art. II., amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, reading: “a  well-reguiated 
militia being necessary to security ot a free 
State, the richt of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not be intringed ; whether it is 
not contrary to Amendment XIV., that no 
State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States,“ etc.; whether 
Secs. 5 and 6 of the Lilinois law do not conflict 
with the Federal provision that no bill of at- 
tainder or ex post facto law shall be passed“; 
whether the charter from the State to the 
Lehr und Wehr Verein was not in effect a li- 
cense from the Governor permitting its mem- 
bers to bear arms as a militia organization; 
also whether the charter was not embraced 
within the exceptions of the military code, 
which excepts students in educational institu- 
tions where military science is a part of the 
course of instruction. 

The last two points turn on the words in the 
charter of organization which allow the 
members to instracted in military and gym- 
nastic exercises. The chief point of Mr. Story’s 
argument, however, bears on the alleged con- 
flict of the Illinois Military Code with the 
Federal Constitution. Insupport of the points 
quoted above the genera! militia powers of the 
Federal Government conferred on it by the 
States in framing the Constitution are dis- 
cussed at some length, together with the laws 
made by Congress in pursuance of those acts. 
It is sought to show by these citations that 
there is a direct antagonism between the mil- 
itary code of Illinois and the Nation’s laws, 
and that if this pritciple were extended to 
other States they would all be maintaining 
military organizations which placed allegiance 
to the State above allegiance to the Nation. 
The right of citizens to keep and bear arms 
aiso receives attention and it is further claimed 
that no stretch of “police power’ can justify 
the maintenance by the State of what is de- 


| clared to be a standing army. 


AN IMMIGRANT’S LUCE. 
ROBBED -OF HIS LITTLE CAPITAL IN A 
CANAL STREET SALOON. 

Julius Schieffelbein arrived in this city last 
Monday from Culmbach, Germany, with a wife 
and 581 as his sole available capital to com- 
mence farming in Minoesota. He nad a ticket 
to St. Paul, and expected to expend the $31 in 
hunting up a brother wis owned a farm about 
fifty miles from that city. While sitting in the 
Union Depot on Canal street awaiting train 
time he saw acsoss the street a sign announ- 
cing that Culmbacher lager-beer was to be ob- 
tained on draught. Leaving his wife in the 
waiting-room he went to quaff a tankard of bis 
native beverage, and took so many drinks 
that when be reached the street in the 
course of an hour or two his $31 had 
gone from his inside vest pocket, where it bad 
reposed, and Julius awoke to the knowledge 
that he had been robbed. The place he tad 
entered is known as the New England House 
and is kept by Frank Kinnare. An officer was 

the proprietor, and 

loafers in the saloon were arrested. Before 
Justice Woodman yesterday Schicffeibein 
could not swear to any one of the party as 
having robbed him, and the Justice was com- 
pelled to discharge them. The wife of the 
emigrant had meanwhile patiently waited for 
ber partner's return, dozing in her seat all 
night and not saying a word to anybody.

Their destitu- 
tion came to the ears of Justice Woodman late 
yesterday afternoon, and, accompanied by a 
TRIBUNE reporter, he sought out the foriorn 
couple at the depot and presented them with a 
sum of mohey sufficientto purchase food on 
‘their trip and carry them to the brother's 
farm. 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. | 
NEW QUARTERS WILL IN ALL PRUBABILITY 
BE SOUGHT. 

A prominent member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Chicago University said yester- 
day that President De Witt of the Union Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company of Maine, had de- 
clined to accept the offer of the trustees of 
$150,000 in full of the indebtedness of the in- 
stitution to his company, and that the commit- 
tee to which the whole matter had 
been referred was locking about for 
a location. “That is all we can 
give.“ be remarked. “If we had 
the $300,000 which Mr. De Witt is said to ask 
we would not pay it for the property for we 
could do better with the money. While he 
may consider the property worth that amount 
to bis company it is not worth it to us, and we 
must look éisewhere. Our time of redemption 
will not expire before next May, so we will con- 
tinue through the present collegiate year where 
we are.

‘ UNDERGROUND WIRES. 
PROPERTY-OWNERS WHO DO NOT 
THEIR RIGHTS INVADED. 
A meeting of property-owners and prominent 
citizens, principally ‘residents of the South 
Side, was held at the Palmer House yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of taking some 
action in opposition to the proposed plan 
of the conduit companies for laying their 
wires under the city’s sidewalks. The busi- 
ness of the meeting was conducted witn closed 
doors, Mr. Benjamin E. Gallup presiding. 
After the situation had been thoroughly dis- 
cussed, ahd the right of the Council to grant 
permission to any corporation to invade pri- 
vate premises for the purpose intended by the 
conduit companies questioned, a resolution 
was adopted calling fur the appointment of a 
committee to take such action as may be 
necessary to protect the interests of property- 
owners in the proposed amended conduit ar- 
dinance.“ The committee as appointed con- 
sists of B. E. Gallup, Judge Higgins, N. W.

Coe, W. H. Rand, Z. 8. Hoibrook, D. B. Fisk, 
Perkins Bass, and F. A. Cummings, and will 
confer with the Fire and Water Committee of 
the City Council and the officers of the conduit 
company some time today.

relative prices, there is no profit in grinding. 
Should all prices maintain present ratios there 
will probabiy be but little more flour-grinding 
until it is time to lay in the stock at Duluth 
for the opening of lake traffic. Local orders 
will occasion some work from time to time, 
and some of the mills have enough orders for 
local consumption on hand to keep them run- 
ning till the end of the week. 


PROBABLY A MURDERER’S RUSE. 


IT IS THOUGHT THAT AFTER KILLING AND

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OPINIONS OF LAWYERS ON Tun ECT. 

A reporter called on Judge Magruder in his 
new chambers on the fourth floor of the Oourt- 
House to get his opinion about the advisability 
of having the Supreme Court hold a term of 
court here in Chicago. The Judge said he bad 
not thought much about the matter, but con- 
sidered it would be a good thing, in view 
of the amount of iitigation ip the Su- 
preme Court which comes from Chicago. 
As regerds the law, at first blush he thought 
the court would have a right to sit bere if it 
pleased if facilities were provided. The Con- 
stitution provided that until otherwise pro- 
vided by law” the court might hold one term 
at Chicago. They had done so once just before 
the fire. The act of 1879, now in force, which 
declares that the court shall meet certain days 
at Ottawa, Springfield, and Mount Vernon, did 
not change the places of meeting which were 
im force at the time of the adoption 
of the Constitution of 1870, and which were con- 
tinued in force expressly by it, so that there 
bad been no “otherwise provided by law 
which changed the duty of the court to come 
bere. He would notlike, however, to construe 
8 definitiy until he bad studied it 

r. 

Mr. M. W. Fuller said be understood the 
court had a rigbt to appoint a special term to 
be held here, and he was strongly in favor of 
it. Tue Constitution gave such s power, and 
he did not know of any statute to the contrary 
on the subject. 

Mr. O. W. Horton was quite pronounced in 
his views. He thought the court was bound to 
come if a room and library were furnished by 
the city or county. He was in favor of baving 
the Supreme Court, however, held in one piace, 
like the United States Supreme Court, and not 
tarming out its business in committees among 
little villages to do the work. 

Mr. J. I. Bennett, Master in Chancery in the 
United States Circuit Court, expressed himself 
to a like effect. 

Several other lawyers—in fact ail who were 
seen—were in favor of any such change as that 


proposed. 

The Constitution says that the Supreme 
Court can holda term here if it pleases, pro- 
vided that the city or county will furnien suit- 
able quarters, and also that the use of a good 
library can be bad. As far as books are con- 
cerned, thereis notrouble. There is the ex- 
cellent library of the Law Institute, which is 
far superior to anything at Sprig field, Ottawa, 
or Mount Vernon, to say nothing of the one be- 
longing to the Appellate Court. As for rooms, 
there are none on the county side of the Court- 
House, but on the third floor of the city 
building there is a fine large room, which it was 
meant should be used by the court if it ever 
came here. It needs some fitting up, so that 
it could not be made available before next 
year, but there is no reason why it should not 
be fixed up so that by February the court could 
meet here. Or, for that matter, there is no 
reason why the Supreme Court should not 
come here the beginning of next month and 
hold a term, occupying the fine rooms of the 
Appellate Court, in the Chicago Opera-House 
Building, which Would no doubt be giadly 
placed at the disposal of the higher court. By 
al] means let the court come here, do some 
business, and have a pleasant time. 


GREENBACKERS AND DEMOCRATS. 


THE TWO PARTIES CONSIDERED—VIEWS OF 
AN OLD GREENBACKER. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—| Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The editorial in Tun Trisuns of last Friday 
on “Iowa Greenbackers and the Administra- 
tion” contained some very important facts 
which every man of Greenback proclivities 
should heed. Having been an active member 
of tne old Greenback organization for several 
years I think 1 understand the causes which 
led to its disintegration. The most potent of 
those causes was the frequent fusions of 
Greenback men with the malodorous old Dem- 
ocratic party. The Greenback party enlisted 
thousands of honest men who, on all impor- 
tant questions save that of finance, were Re- 
publicans. They had never been anything but 
Republicans since that party was organized, 
and they could not be led into the Democratic 
camp under any pretext whatever. Hence 
when they saw that the new party was being 
used simply as a tail to the Democratic kite 
their disgust was not loud but deep.” Asa 
- consequence thousands of them naturally 
drifted back into the Republican ranks, where 
they could most effectively fight the worst 
enemy this country has ever known—the De- 
mocracy. Almost any one of them had rather 


be a doorkeeper in the house of Republicanism 
than dweil in the tents of Democratic wicked- 


ness. 

In the last Presidential campaign numerous 
well-meaning Greenbackers with Democratic 
proclivities worked with that party, under the 
delusive idea that the party of secession and 
ballot-box stuffing was friendly to Greenback 
principles. Nothing could be more absurd. 
As a political organization the Democracy has 
always been a bard money party.“ and there 
is nothing in it today that even squints toward 
currency reform principles. Its leaders, from 
the builbeuded President down to his most 
insignificant henchmen, are in full sympathy 
with Wall street gold-bugs and currency 
monopolists.

Many of them, indeed, 
would, ifit were in their power, bring the 
money of the country down to a single gold 
standard. They have not one feeling in har 
mony with the struggling masses, so far as re- 
jates to finance, labor reform, or anti-monopoly 
legisiation. 

They laugh in their sleeves whenever they 
think how neatly they roped in Greenbackers 
under the falee pretense of boing a reform 
party with a desire to rescue the people 
from the cruel grasp of Republican tyrants.”’ , 
The prospect is that at the earliest possible 
day the President will, if he can, 80 recon- 
stract the Supreme Court as to secure a repeal 
of the Legal-Tender act. Andif thereis any- 
thing else the Democrats can do in the interest 
of Wall street it will be promptly done. 

On the other hand, the Republican party first 
gave to the country the greenback money. A 
Republican Congressman and a Republican 
President passed and approved a bill to pre- 
serve not less than $346,000,000 of greenback 
currency when Democrats were trying to 
destroy it. And among the Kepublican states- 
men who championed and voted for wise 
measure was James G. Blaine—the man who, 
a year ago, was defeated for the Presidency 
because of the most baretaced election frauds 
perpetrated in five or six States by this same 
Democratic party in the South, and winked at 
by Democrats in the North. 

A Republican Supreme Court has recently 
reaffirmed the constitutionality of the 5 
Teader act—only one Judge, and he a Demo- 
crat, dissenting from that opinion. 

In the light of these facts it seems incredi- 
dle that any intelligent Greenback man of Re- 
publican antecedents (in Iowa or any other 
State) should have been seduced into the Dem- 
ocratic camp. The best thing for all Green- 
backers to do is to help the Republcan party 
in its great work of protecting the people's in- 
terests against the encroachments of Sbhylocks 
in the North and ballot-box pirates in the 
South.

It is said at the Navy Department that the 
new steel cruisers Boston and Atalanta will be 
ready to receive their officers and crews about 
the Ist of March next, and that the cruiser 
Chicago will be launched at Chester about the 
zd of December, but will not be ready for sea 
service before the end of next year. 

Chiet-Clerk Youmans of the Treasury, who 
bas general charge of the purchase of supplies 
for public buildings under the Treasury De- 
partment, bas determined that contracts for 
such supplies must be made at the regular 
market rates, and that where proposais for 
supplies are in excess of such rates the pur- 
chases shall be made in open markets. 

Minister Cox has advised the State Depart- 
ment that the Turkish Government has issued 
two decrees, dated Oct. 19 and Nov. 1. The 
first probibits for one year the exportation of 
horses, mares, and mules from Turkish terri- 
tory, and the second prohibits until further 
notice the exportation of cereals and cattle 
from the Provinces of Adrianople, Salonica, 
Monastir, St. John, Kassovo, and Scutari in 
Albania; likewise from the district of Serflage. 

Reports received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment indicate a growing scarcity of 10-cent 
silver pieces in all parts of the country. In 
accordance with instructions from the Treas- 
ury Department about $40,000 in dimes was 
coined at the Philadelphia Mint about a week 
ago. This, however, was found insufficient 
to supply the demand, and the Superintendent 
of the Mint bas since been instructed to coin 
into dimes a!i the uncurrent subsidiary silver 
coin there may be at the mint. 

During the month of October 25,918 immi- 
grants arrived in this country, a decrease of 
6,179 compared with October, 1884. The Chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics reports that the 
total values of the exports of merchandise dur- 
ing the tweive months ended Oct. 31, 1885, were 
$717,179,862, and during the preceding twelve 
months $734,827,799, a decrease of $17,648, 447. 
The values of imports of merchandise for the 
twelve months ended Oct. 81, 1885, were 8572, 


$652,561,418, a decrease of $80,144,091. 

There was a full attendance at the Cabinet 
meeting today. Tune session lasted about three 
hours and was devoted almost entirely 
consideration of the President's message to 
Congress. The document is in an advanced 
condition, and will be completed several days 
before the meeting of Congress. One of the 
questions discussed today was the order in 
which certain topics should be considered. 
The President favored the custom adopted by 
a majority of his predecessors as to the order 
of procedure, with a few exceptions, and was 
sustained in his views by all the other mem- 
bers of his Cabinet. 


CHURCH DISESTABLISHMENT. 


THE EDITOR OF LONDON “TRUTH” FREES 
HIS MIND ON THE GREAT QUESTION— 
COWARDICE AMONG THE LEADERS. 
London Truth, Nov. 14: I am utterly dis- 

gusted at the miserable weakness of our 
„leaders in regard to disestablishment. 
Some of them seem to have no idea of an elec- 
tion beyond that itis a personal contest be- 
tween their opponents and them, and that they 
are to eliminate from it every question on 
which they are not agreed. The majority of 
the Liberal candidates are already pledged to 
disestablishment, and they will be elected be- 
cause they are so pledged. They are now told 
that they must not give effect to these pledges, 
because it will be inconvenient. 

Our leaders have not realized the change 
that bas taken place of late. Not may years 
ago an election was a mere fight between the 
Blues and the Yellows, and the electors sur- 


rendered all volition into the bands ot the Blue 
or the Yellow candidate, who was good enough 
to think for them. But education has pro- 
gressed. Electors nowadays take the liberty 
to have opinions of their own, and have no 
sort of notion of surrendering one single 
opinion at the bidding of their leaders, and 
for their selfish ends. 

The fact is that our leaders have been 

frightened out of their senses at the beating 
of the ecclesiastical drum, and have fallen 
down before it like a crowd of Afriean sav- 
ages. But who, I want to know. are the peo- 
ple who will go ver bag and baggage to the 
Conservatives if the Liberals dare to attack the 
temporalities of the church? The Bishops, 
„ the parish clergy ’’’? Most of them are Conser- 
vatives already. The Peers, headed by the Duke 
of Westminster? One single factory of arti- 
sans would swamp them and their adherents. 
Never was there such a stampede, and never 
one on less grounds. I have attended numer- 
ous political meetings in the metropolis of late. 
In every case the candidate pledgea himself to 
disendowment and disestablishment; in every 
case 1 utilized the occasion to demand that the 
national funds now in the hands of the church 
should be restored to the nation and devoted 
to educational purposes. At no meeting was 
there a voice raised for the church; and friends 
of mine who have attended provincial meetings 
tell me the same tale. The officiai Liberal pa- 
pers implore us to keep clear of disestablisn- 
ment. Papers like the Times tell us that we 
shall be swept out of existence if we do not. 
Conservative papers regard this inclination to 
disestablishment as a trump-card which is to 
win them a vast number of votes. And yet, if 
a poll were taken, it would be found that 
ninety-nine out of every 100 electors who will 
vote for Liberal or Radical candidates are 
beartily in favor of disestablishment. 
The dismal bowlings of the Tory landowners 
over Mr. Chamberiain’s Socialist scheme of 
giving local authorities power to buy land at a 
fair price, and to let or sell it in allotments, be- 
tray their gross ignorance, for such is the law 
at present. By the first Poor Law act of Eliza- 
beth the church wardens and overseers were 
bound to find work for all the poor in their re- 
spective parishes. In the fifty-ninth year of 
George III. an act was passed which, after re- 
citing that this was impossible, gave power to 
cburch wardens and overseers to buy thirty 
acres or less at a fair price, and either to em- 
ploy the poor of the parisb on it er let it out in 
allotments. In the first year of William IV. 
the amount was extended by an act to fifty 
acres. The reason why these acts have not 
been acted upon has been that there are no 
compulsory powers to buy at a fair price. The 
principle of purchase is recognized in them, 
and all that Mr. Chamberlain suggests is that 
practical effect should be given to that prin- 
ciple. a

They Think the Returns Should Have 
Been Destroyed Long Ago—Le- 
gal Quibbles. 


Judge Prendergast to Decide the Disputed 
Question Today—Sixth Ward Con- 
test. 


The taking of testimony in the Smith-Har- 
rison contest was resumed before Master-in- 
Chancery Windes yesterday morning. The con- 
testants were represented by A. W. Green and 
Fred Foron Jr., and the respondent by George 
W. Brandt, and later on by Judge Brien from 
Nashville, Tenn., who was introduced to the 
lawyers present on his arrival and took charge 
of the cross-examination, Mr. Brandt being 
called away by other business. There were 
present, besides those directly interested in the 
ease, John G. Neumeister, City-Clerk C. H. 
Piautz, and John A. King. Mr. King was 
placed on the stand and testified as to the con- 
dition of the trunks and envelopes containing 
the ballots when examined Saturday last. He 
said hefound everything in the condition it 
was left in when the trunks were sealed in his 
presence. : 

City-Clerk Plauts was next sworn, and testi- 
fled that the office of City Clerk was turned 
over to him June 9 by Mr. Neumeister. In de- 
scribing the formalities observed at the trans- 
fer he said some loose ballots were fourd which 
Mr. Neumeister placed in envelopes and turned 
over to nim. There were a number of men 
present who sealed the trunks. Different seals 
were used by the Committee of Safety, Neu- 
meister, and the Mayor's secretary. In the 
first trunk they placed ail the envelopes of the 
first twelve wards except those of the First 
Precinct of the Third, which had not been re- 
ceived. In July the trunks were opened and 
the ballots of the Sixth Ward taken out to 
serve in the Aldermanic contest. At that time 
the envelopes and trunks were found to be in 
the same condition as when they were sealed. 
Witness opened the envelopes containing tne 
ballots from the Sixth Ward himself, and was 
careful in watching them when the Election 
Committee of the Council undertook to recount 
them Oct. 22. 


THE BALLOTS AS EVIDENCE. 


Have you in your possession the envelope 
containing the ballots of the First Precinct of 
the First Ward?“ asked Mr. Green. 

**T have.”’ 

“Produce it.“ 

The witness obeyed, and Commissioner 
Windes examined the envelope to sée if in the 
natural process of evolution the green seals 
he had placed upon it last Saturday bad, on 
account of the advanced season, turned red or 
the package grown in size. He found it in the 
same condition as when he sealed it Saturday. 

Before Mr. Green proceeded Judge Brien 
put in an objection to the opening of the pack- 
age. The Commissioner thougbt he was a lit- 
tle premature, and told Mr. Green to go on. 
Mr. Green then desired the witness to open 
the envelope. Judge Brien repeated his ob- 
jection, and argued that the evidence did not 
warrant the opening of the package. There 
was no connection between the testimony of 
the witness and the ballots alleged to be 
contained in the envelope. He insisted on 
asking a ruling of the court on the question. 
In reply to a question by the Commissioner 
Mr. Green said he intended to use, the baliots 
in evidence, as thy statute gave him the right 
todo. Judge Brien said that richt belonged to 
the .ontestant only when the identity of the 
baliots was not disputed. The Commissioner 
decided to submit the matter to Judge Prender- 
gast. He said be did not doubt the right of 
the contestant to open the envelope, but to 
keep on the safe side he would leave it to the 
court. 

He accordingly went to the County Court in 
company with the attorneysand explained the 
controversy. Judge Brien repeated bis state- 
ment, that the evidence did not warrant the 
introducuon of the ballots, but be wished to 
have Mr. Brandt present, as be was not 


opening of the envelopes and the use of the 
ballots. Judge Prendergast ordered the test 
mony to be written up and submitted 
to bim io the afternoon. He intimated 
that argument would hardiy be necessary, but 
it could be bad as soon as counsel got ready, if 
they so desired. At 2:15 p. m. Mr. Brandt 
asked permission to argue the matter. The 
court adjourned other business until after the 
arguments and Mr. Brandt proceeded. 


THE LAW ACCORDING TO GEORGE W. 
BRANDT. 

The aspect of the case at present.“ he said, 
“is substantially this: The contestants have 
taken the evidence of Mr. Neumeister and 
some of his deputies and witnesses who sealed 
the trunks. This morning Mr. Plautz was 
called upon to open an envelope supposed to 
contain ballots, and we objected. .The evi- 
dence so far shows that Mr. Neumeister did 
not personally receive any of the ballots or 
boxes, but found them in his office some time 
after they had been returned. The deputies 
who received them do not know the handwrit- 
ing Gn any of the envelopes.“ 

“Is there any handwriting on the original 
envelope?’’ asked the court. 

“Only the number of the precinct and 
ward.“ 

Is there no other hand writing?“ 

Not that I know of. The evidence does not 
show it, but the deputies distintly said that 
they did not know who made the returns. 

“This court,“ continued Mr. Brandt, has 
no right to have those envelopes opened. 
There is no such thing as a recount in law. 
The drift of the law is that the ballots shall be 
destroyed as soon as possible, in order to pre- 
vent any such fine work as has been done be- 
fore in this county. Can the subterfuge be 
made thut the ballots are to be used in connec- 
bon with the testimony of Mr. Plautz, who was 
not present when they were cast and did not 
receive them until June 97 The only excuse 
for introducing them as evidence would be if 
any particnlar ballot was deposited, and it be- 
came necessary to establish that it was cast and 
for whom. The statute allows ballots to be re- 
ferred to in evidence to show how certain per- 
sons voted. But the only thing that the con- 
testants aim at—a recount—could not be 
ordered by the court, as the statute does not 
expressly give the court that power. Some 
evidence must be given that the particular en- 
velope ally contains the ballots cas: at the 
First cinct of the First Ward, by introdu- 
cing some judge or clerk of election to prove 
it. Suppose the envelopes are opened and 
found to contain papers looki like ballots; 
can Mr. Plautz swear they were the ballots cast 
at the election? This is a big job, but we can't 
help it. It may be difficult to produce wit- 
nesses from all the precincts, and it may take 
time; but this is a lawsuit and not a town- 
meeting, it must be conducted according to 
rules of evidence. If any ballots are found 
with pasters or scratched or mutilated in any 
ther way such mutilation must be explained 
by witnesses and the ballot proved up. If 
there are, say, twenty mutilated tickets in a 
precinct that one precinct may take a month 
to prove up.“ 


STARTED ON THE WRONG TACK. 

The position we take in this case,” began 
Judge Brien, is that there is no provision in 
law for the preservation of the ballote after 
the canvass.”” 

That position bas been decided and over- 
ruled at the time the demurrer was argued,” 
replied the court. Mr. Brien started on an- 
otber tack: 

“Every presumption of lawis in favor of 
the fair and honest election of Car- 
ter H. Harrison as Mayor. The bill 
to contest his election is based upon 
presumptions of unfairness at the election. 
The true mode of determining the competency 
of these ballots is by the proof of the preser- 
vation of their identity. The burden to prove 
their identity is on the contestants, and the 
evidence so far produced is wholly inadequate 
to do this. It could be shown by the judges 
themselves that they received and sealed these 
ballots and delivered them to the officer au- 
thorized to receive them; and then, by this 
officer, that they have been in the uninterrupt- 
ed ana undisturbed possession of that officer. 
But there is a link missing in their chain of 
proof. No judge of election has been pro- 
duced to testify that the papers in the en- 
Velopes were received as ballots. The City 
Clerk bas himself testified that at the transfer 
of the ballots there were persons present 
whose existence the law does not 
nize. There is no law recognizing such a 
body as a self-baptized Committee of Public 
Safety, and yet the City Clerk has testified that 
be nad such a body attach their seals to the 
baliots. Ine Supreme Court has decided that 
where it was sbown that merely an opportunity 
had been offered to tamper with ballots, no mat- 
ter whether they bad really been manipulated, 
this was sufficient to entirely invalidate their 
authority. The unlawtul handling of ballots 
by the contesting has been considered suffi-

sued from the City Clerk’s office for the elec- 
tion; that they contaimed envelopes for 
the ballots and for 

books and tally-sheets: 

ballot-boxes were returned to the City Clerk's 
office after the election, the same baliot-boxes; 
that they were placed in a vault, and that they 
were subsequently, by the Clerk and his depu- 
ties, opened, when a canvass was ordered by 
the City Council; that in these boxes were 
found the envelopes purporting to contain the 
ballots and the envelopes purparting to contain 
the poll-books and tally-sheets. They were 
separated and packed in different boxes. The 
result of the elecnon was decijared by the Com- 
mon Council, and it is upon the result of the 
canvass of those returns that were contained 
in the same boxes that the ballots were that 
Carter H. Harrison bas been declared elected. 
We have shown that the envelopes we propose 
to open to see what they contain were re- 
ceived from the same source that the returns 
were upon which Harrison holds his seat. We 
decline to scurry about the town and bring in 
193 persons to show that the ballot-boxes were 
properly delivered. It is unnecessary, the 
proof is sufficient without that loss of time 
and money. We have, further, shown the 
extraordinary precautions taken by the then 
City Clerk to preserve the identity of the bal- 
lots. There is no pretense that anybody has 
handled any of these ballots or that any of 
them have been removed from the envelopes 
in which they were received at the Clerk's 
Office. We think that we bave made sufficient 
preliminary proof to entitle us to open the 
enve opes and see what is in them. may be 
that there are no ballots at all How can we 
know? It afterwards it n be shown that 
they have been tampered with, then the weak- 
ness of our casecan be disclosed.

TAXING PROMISES TO PAY. 

Henry, III., Nov. 23.—|Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]- Permit me to say, in reply to Senator 
Whiting, that for many years I have been fully 
alive to the present unjust system of. double 
taxation, and, as one argument against it, have 
frequently pointed out the ease with which the 
constitutional limitations could be defeated. 
My aim in that brief article was, if possible, to 
present the matter so that Mr. Reuter, and the 
multitudes who view it as he does, might be 


enabled to see that, debts are not assets, and 
that promises are not legitimate taxabie prop- 
erty. lcan’t see that the Massachusetts law 
helps the matter a bit. It will still remain true 
in practice, if not in theory, that debtors must 
pay the interest and property the tax. Prop- 
erty combined with labor reproduces itself. It 
is not so with credits. Who would think of 
taxing a verbal promise to pay $1,000? And 
yet, if properly attested, it is of equal vaiue 
with a written promise, even though the latter 
is fortified by a mortgage. THe Tano is 
doing a good work in educating the people on 
these important questions of finance, and the 
need is certainly very great when a man does 
not kuow the difference between a dollar and 
the promise to pay a dollar.

MULEKOWSKI NOT A POLE. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—|Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In your last Sunday’s issue, under City 
Items,“ in mentioning Mulkowski, you begin: 
„Frank Mulkowski, the ex-convict from Po- 
land, whose punishment,” etc. I will here 
state that Mulkowski is not from Poland, or, 
as some papers have even stated, from Russia, 
but is a Prussian from the Province of 
Posen, which adjoins Poland. When, at the 
end of the last century, the Kingdom of Po- 
land was divided among Russia, Austria, and 
Prussia, Posen (there is a Province of Posen, 
the Capital of which is the City of Posen) was 
absorbed by Prussia, which has never been 
changed. The lower and midale classes of 
Posen still all speak Polish and very poor Ger- 
man—in fact, in some sections hardly any Ger- 
man; also most all of them still belong to the 
Catholic Church. Posen is a very fine old city, 
the seat of the Archbishop. Ledochowski, the 
former Archbishop. bas been the principal 
cause of the trouble and rupture between 
Prussia and the Vatican for disobedience of the 
church Jaws of Prussia. Ledochowski was in- 
dicted, convicted, and punished with imprison- 
ment, afterwards pardoned, and is now living 
in Rome. No successor has yet been ap- 
pointed. Although the change of ownership 
has been for several generations, stil! the peo- 
ple prefer Polish habits and sentiments. Even 
West Prussia, in Prussia, joing Posen, was 
originally a part of Poland, and the people still 
speak Polish. In this city we have about 10,000 
from Posen and West Prussia, who are Ger- 
mans and not from Poland.

New York and Boston ane Losing | 


the Dry-Goods Jobbing Busi- 


Chicago Is Capturing the Trade and 
Eastern Firms Are Retiring 
Permanently. 


Oauses Which Have Brought About 


Change Interesting to Western 
— 


The Boston Herald of Sunday, Nov. 22, has 
the following acknowledgment of the inevita- 
ble which clearly shows that Chicago is be- 
coming the centre of the jobbing trade: 

The recent death of H. B. Ciaflin directs 
attention especiaily to the immense business 
which he has proved such a potent factor in 
building up and making successful. Some of 
the greatest and most prosperous mercantile 
institutions in tho country have been the job- 
bing houses in Boston, New York, and Phila- 
delphia, and later Chicago and other large 
cities on the hither side of the great West and 
South. It is well within the memory of mer- 
chants still in trade when Western and South- 
ern buyers, as weil as the host of small retail- 
ers in New England and the Middle States, all 
came to the Boston and New York jobber for 
their semi-annual or season stocks. In those 
days the manufacturer produced the goods, if 
they were made in this country. and turned 
them over to the commission merchant, who 
took a certain percentage and guaranteed sales. 
Then the jobber bought of the commission 
merchant, and got his per centin selling over 
again to the small retailer. Or, if the goods 
were imported, the jobber bought of the im- 
ported, the latter disposing of his goods in no 
other way, and stopping his transactions at the 
jobber's door. In those days there were small 
jobbers, and they did a flourishing business, 
because there was a multitude of small retail 
houses which prospered, and they bought 
goods of the small jobber. Those were aiso 
days when colossul retail ses were things 
undreamed of, and when the uctions of an 
entire planet were not for sale under one roof. 
It is evident that some of the incidents and 
manners of trade have changed, and the in- 
quiry is raised, Have the methods and chan- 
nels of commerce changed essentially so far 
as mercantile business goes? The inquiry re- 
fers particularly to Boston and New Vork, and 
from those best posted in these two cities 
answers bave been obtained, and are herewith 
given. There are a number of well-managed 
jobbing houses in this city, and their repre- 
sentatives have been interviewed. 

„What bave you to say concerning a sup- 
posed decline in the jobbing business?“ 

1 bave this to say: that there has been a 
revolution in trade, and we must look it in the 
ace. 

What does this revolution oomprehend?“ 

mean this: that the big retail houses are 
choking the little retailers aff. Goods used to 
be sold in every side street, and there was an 
array of retail dealers. These all bought their 
goods of tne jobbers. Business is not done 
that way now.“ 

„ Why not?“ 

** Because the establishment of immense re- 
tall stores renders it impossible for the small 
dealer to live. He can’t compete.”’ 

** How does this affect the jobber?” 

In this way: that the large retail houses do 
not buy their goods of the jobber; they go 
back to the commission mercbant, and even to 
the manufacturer. Some of them even do not 
buy goods of the importer; they become them- 
gelves importers.”’ 

Why is this?"’ 

“They have been driven to it. There is so 
little margin in goods because of competition 
and overproduction that they must not go 
through many bands or the profit is frittered 
away.“ 

„How does the new method help the ro- 
tailer?’’ 

„We buy a good many goods direct from the 
manufacturer. It is good for him because, in- 
stead of receiving advances from his commis- 
sion merchant from time to time, be gets the 
cash for his goods, and he does not have to 
wait a great while for it either. It helps us in 
this way: If the manufacturer sold through 
the cummission merchant the iatter would de- 
duct, we will say. 7 per cent for his remunera- 

Then the commission 
ul sell to the jobber, and there is anotl 
ing direct of the manufacturers that per 
cent comes to us. Yes, business is done 
through different channels than formeriy.”’ 

A gentleman perfectly familiar with the job- 
bing trade was next called on. 

„Are the jobbing houses of the country de- 
creasing in number and volume of business?” 

„ The small jobbing houses are going to the 
wall. 

es Why?” 

** Because the small retail stores are being 
crowded out, and the small jobbers can only 
thrive when the small retnilers flourigh,”’ 

„Isn't the jobbing trade generally moving 
West?” 

“There is no doubt about that. When a 
Western retailer comes as far as Chicago and 
buys one fall bill of goods, although be has al- 
ways heretofore come to New York to trade, he 
finds his habit broken, and it is harder next 
time to get bim to New York at all. Why, cus- 
tomers who were always regular in coming 
here we don't see now ormhear ot.“ 

Is it not a fact that the jobbing business is 
on the decline?” 

„ don’t like to say it, because it is against 
my interest, but, 1 I admit the truth, I must 
say that it is so. The business is not what it 
was, and I can see that a great change has 
taken place and is goingon. It w only by do- 
ing a great volume of business that our bouse 
can make any money; therefore, it is fmposs 
ble for a small concern to live. Their expenses 
would more than eat up the profits. The 
change is so evident that I should not feel war- 
ranted in iacreasing the expenses of our estab- 
lishment, and I am not certain of the future of 
the jobbing trade.“ 

* What is your opinion of the benefits to be 
derived from the building up of big retail 
houses and the killing off ot small dealers?“ 

It is an accomplished fact, and no doubt 
the public get goods a little cheaper; but there 
is another side, and 1 feel that a loss is suf- 
fered. Formerly there were bundreds of act- 
ive, bright young men who started a little 
business, and they prospered some, and their 
name was connected with their business, and 
they were individualized and were of more 
consequence to themselves and in the commu- 
nity. Now these young men go into a mam- 
moth retail store, they lose their individuality 
and much of their*manhood; they are known 
merely by numbers.“ 

A Boston man of long business experience, 
and of acute observation, deciared it to be bis 
opinion that the jobbing business was going 
to pieces, and that the sew methods of distri- 
bution are superseding to a great extent, and 
will ultimately supersede entirely, the system 
of distributing through jobbers. 

„Why, there are not half the jobbing houses 
in Boston that there were within my memory, 


* 


and as for New York, the jobomg business is 


going to pieces there, I believe. The fact is 
the jobbing business 1s moving West. The 
centre is in Chicago today. In twenty years 
it will be Minneapolis and St. Louis. Iu ten or 
twenty years more it will be Kansas City and 
Sioux City. Then it will be San Francisco.”’ 

And then?“ 

Then it will be done; gone forever from 
this country. The big houses in New York are 
fewer than they were. There are two or three 
in Albany, one or two in Rochester, the same 
in Syracuse, one in Utica, perhaps two in Buf- 
falo, little or nothing in Cleveland, but when 
you get to Chicago there are the big jobbing 
houses of today, yet their prosperity is bound 
to dwindle.” 

It the jobbers are to go out who is to take 
their place? 

The commission merchant. This business 
has developed enormously, and yet the big re- 
tailers are going back of that and buying direct 
from the manufacturer. 80 it comes that the 
eufall profits on goods today necessitate fewer 
handlings of goods. Fewer men get what profit 
there ts, and only make money by bandling an 
enormous guantity of goods.” 

A prominent jobber and retailer was next 
interviewed. Is the jobbing trade declin- 
ing?” 

No.“ n 

Do you think the volume of the jobbmg 
trade as heavy as formeriy?’’ 

„Well, if you go back, perhaps not.“ 

“Say five years? 

“I think it is better. The trade is certainly 
better than it was two or three years ago. 

** You mean the Boston jobbing?”’ 

“Yes. We are getting a good deal of trade 
that used to go to New York; but I have this 
much to say—1 would not give a fig for the 
jobbing trade without the retail business con- 
nected with it. It is the quick and continual 
turning of goods which gives the only profit 
nowadays. We should not job if it were not 
for our retail trade. They belp each other.”

It de- 
came evident that the commission mer 
chants were rapidly supplanting the jobber, 
and, still later, when last month Bates, Reed & 
Cooley announced their intention to dissolve 
Jan. 1, 1886, many who had bitherto refused to 
accept the evidences of a decline in the job- 
bing branch were forced to the opinion that 
something is unpleasant in Denmark. In can 
be mentioned that there is not a single jobbing 
house of any dimensions conducted in New 
York at the present time by any of the He- 
brew faith, and, as a representative of the firm 
of Nils & Gibbs said today, this fact shows 
which way the wind is blowmg.’’ The Hebrew 
merchants as a class are the first to discover 
avenues to wealth, and they are also the first 
to relinquish, without the faintest evidences of 
sentiment, the channels of trade which are be- 
coming shaliow. The death of Horace B. Claflin 
last week called forth the suggestion that the 
surviving partners in his great house might 
change more clearly than ever before 
the character of the house: that it 
would gradually fall into the wake, stop its 
jobbing departments, and confine itself strictly 
to the commission business. The partners say 
that they are not ready just at present to state 
exactiy what course they will pursue. It can 
be, however, stated that many of New York's 
jobbers attribute to the house of Claf- 
lin more than to any other New York's loss of 
prestige as a jobbing centre. For years the 
firm bas had what might be called Ciatiin 
branches in many parts of the country. These 
branches did almost entirely a jobbing and re- 
tallm business. Their stocks were supplied 
by Claflin on long credit, which, with other 
privileges, permitted them to sell at al- 
most identical with those asked by the big job- 
bing houses of New York. If Mr. Ciaflin's 
branches succeeded, all well and good, the par- 
ent branch got the vredit and the profit; if 
they failed, why, the parent house gobbled up 
the stock. Ip any event, the New York house

of doing business in the jobbing trade in this 
city, only they are not conducive to big profits. 
There is also an element of chance in the job- 
bing department of the trade which is fast as- 
suming important and unpleasant proportions. 
We have not lost money, nor have we made a 
big pile. Iam inclined tothink that the job- 
bing trade is rather waning in New York, at 
least it is not what it was. There are all sorts 
of competition to face. Certain big Chicago 
houses can sell as low as New York jobbers, 
and save freights. Then our expenses are 
enormous, and the losses by many small fail- 
ures are sufficient to wipe out the profits of 
many big bills. Mr. Cooley and 1 have con- 
cluded that the commission branch of the 
trade, while not offering larger inducements in 
the way of profits, issafer, and for that reason 
we will follow it.“ 

Another merchant, who did not wish to be 
quoted, referred to the recent enormous auc- 
tions Which had their rise in the suicidal com- 
petition of the last three years among manu- 
facturers, and said that there was another in- 
fluence that was driving the jobbing trade from 
New York. The announcement of these sales 
attracts large numbers of merchants from all 
parts of the country, many of whom obtained 
their supplies frem the jobbing houses. But 
the offering uf large quantities of dry goods at 
auction brought these merchants into almost 
direct contact with the manufacturers, and 
jobbing houses were left out in the cold. At 
one of these sales there were fully 300 mer- 
chants in attendance, who bad come from as 
far west as San Francisco ond as tar south as 
New Orleans, and over $3,000,000 worth of do- 
mestic cotton and woolen goods were disposed 
of in a single day. 

Ex-Judge Hiltoa, the executor of the great 
Stewart estate, in speaking of the death of H. 
B. Claflin, said that the business held together 
by the great ability of Mr. Ciaflin would now 
probabiy be distributed to a large extent among 
other and smailer merchants. But Judge Hilton 
thought that the jobbing trade bas seen its best 
days in New York. The great West no longer 
was forced to buy its goods in this city. Big 
houses have started up in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, and Milwaukee which 
are the centres for the trade of the surround 
ing country. These houses order direct from 
the manufacturers in New Engiand, as well as 
Old England, and the Continent, on the same 
terms that are obtained by the New York job- 
bers, and the goods are delivered at their doors 
at prices identical with those asked in New 
York. 

Your correspondent visited a dozen of the 
prominent houses in the trade this afternoon, 
and, with singular uniformity of expression, 
the views of John H. Reed as tothe cause for 
the departure of the jobbing trade from New 
York were coincided with. 

Jobo T. Piummer thought that Boston bad 
been burt in this respect as much as New York. 

Charies 8. Smith, Vice-President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and prominent in the 
dry-goods trade, A. W. Kingman, Harding, 
Colby & Co., W. C. Langley & Co., and others 
wanted to know why Chicago, Cleveland. Cin- 
cinnati, and other Western merchants should 
buy from jobbers in this city when they were 
given the same terms as our few remaining 
jobbers enjoy. Even Buffalo has absorbed the 
trade that formerly came to New York.

The leading produce markets were tame yester- 
day, though with a moderate volume of trading.

There was littie doing for shipment, 
though the recent outgo has been a large one, as it 
was deemed worthy of an effort to get out as much 
as possibie before the advance in freight rates. 
For this reason the shipping movement is expected 
to be light for awhile till those consignments have 
been worked into consumption. The early buying was 
partiy on outside orders of the discretionary kind, 
to buy if the market looked strong.

The extent of the demoralization may per- 
haps be interred from the contents of a cable re- 
ceived here yesterday saying that California wheat 
is offered in England for May delivery at 36s. The 
cash quotation here fur the same article is 36s 6d, 
which is 48 above the quoted price for American 
spring, and the cost of laying down the latter there 
is about 36s 6d. No wonder that the cables note 
wheat as depressed by large offerings in Liverpool 
and London. 

So much wheat is going South from Northern 
Michigan as seriously to threaten the supply of 
home millers later in the season, and some of tne 
parties were in this city yesterday asking in refer- 
ence to freight rates on the grain to the South und 
West. The scarcity of the last crop of winter 
wheat is already being felt in some sections. 

The notice that the rates of grain inspection in 
this city will be advanced Dec. 10 raises the inquiry 
from some as to the present location of the surpias 
which was left by Drake on his retirement from the 
office. 

The reported increase of over 1,100,000-bu in the 
visible supply of wheat took most people by sur- 
prise yesterday. They had expected an augment 
of about 600,000 bu, and the New York figures 
agreed nearly with this after making allowance for 
the change of pian in the latter. 

Not far from half of the wheat receipts reported 
here yesterday as received were inspected as be- 
longing to the speculative grade.

about one-sixth.

Imitation of the Defects of 
Nature. 


Present Method of OoloringThe Legend 
of Its Discovery—A Paste of 
Fish-Soales. 


The workroom of the peari-blower, says 
Sauzay in bis ‘“Glass-Making in Ail Ages,” 
just issued, ie most simple. It is composed of 
a small table about a yard in length, on which 
is placed a lamp witb a large wick. Tbis lamp, 
fed either with oil or lard, gives a long jet of 
flame blown by a pair of bellows under the 
table, which are put in motion with the foot. 
On this table are placed tubes of hollow giass 
of two kinds—some of common giass, which 
serve for the manufacture of common pearis; 
the others, of a slightly iridescent tint ap- 
prosching opal, are only emploved for the 
finer pearls, designated in commerce Oriental 
pearis. 

The secret of the composition of this latter 
glass, due to the researches of M. Pierrelot, a 
chemist who died a few years ago, now belongs 
to the firm of Vaiez & Co. 


BLOWING PEARLS. 

The first material being known, let us now 
seek to understand by what means from a tube 
of boliowjgiass, in every respect like those which 
children use as pea-shooters, the makers suc- 
ceed, without using any mold, in making pearis 
of all sorta, from the most common to those 
which in shape and opalescence imitate perfect- 
ly the most splendid pearis of the East. (The 
only exception to this is tor the pearis called 
fluted, which must be done iu a mold. As 
they are now out of fashion, we shall say noth- 
ing more about their manufacture, which be- 
longs more to the subject of biownand mold- 
ed glasses.) 

The biower seated at his table has his lamp 
before bim. and at bis right band are placed 
tubes of about one-third of an inch in diam- 
eter and one foot in length. The thickness of 
the tube to be employed being necessarily in 
proportion to the size of the pearis to be made, 
the first iabor of the blower is to draw out the 
tube—that is to say, to increase its length by 
diminishing its thickness. 

Wen the tube is made of the size desired he 
breaks it in tragments of from four to six 
inches; afterward be takes one of these and 
brings one end of ittotbe lamp. As soon as 
the glass begins to melt he blows gentiy 
through the tube, which, although drawn out, 
bas always preserved its internal Dore, and, the 
air soon dilating the heated extremity, a bali 
appears. It is this ball that is to become a 
pearl, but it is stil only in a rudimentary 
state. Three operations are necessary to make 
it a pearl: 

First, the piercing of two holes for round 
pearis intended to iorm a necklace, or of a sin- 
gle one if they are round or peari-sbaped, to 
be set either for neckiaces or earrings, or for 
buttons or pins, etc. 

Second, to give the form, round or pear- 
shaped. 

Third, the interior coloring. 

The double piercing, indispensable for the 
cord to pass through which unites the pearis 
and forms a necklace, is done at the moment 
when the spherical glass adbering to the tube 
is still ductile. The first hole is made in the 
lower part of the pearl by the breath only of 
the workman, and the second is naturally 
formed by the opening to the tube when the 
pearl is separated from it by means of a light 

low. 

ORIENTAL PEARLS. 

This work is required in the preparation of 
all beads; but, before passing on, we would 
call the attention of the reader, and especially 
of ladies, to one kind—we mean Oriental 
pearis, whivh, as their name indicates, must be 
the most exact imitation possible of those pro- 
duced by Nature. 

Aithougb made in exactly the same manner 
as the most ordinary. beads, these pearis are 
yet distinguished from them, not oniy'by the 
employment of wpaiescent giass, but still 


more by the care the blower takes in their 


formation, as well as by the different coloring 
they receive ju the interior. 

As for the shape, every one knows how rare 
it is to find a pearl without detect, and defects 
not in material but in form, and still more in 
color. A single example will suffice to show 
how difficult it is to find many pearis almost 
alike in torm and tint. The pearl necklace be- 
ionging to the Emp ess of the Frenca is com- 
posed of only thirty-three pearls, and, in order 
to complete this limited number, it is scarcely 
possib.e to beuveve that, after baving chosen 
from among ali the most perfect ones French 
merchants could offer, it was necessary to have 
recourse to those of England. 

The work of the biower being, as we have 
said, to imitate nature as much as possible, bis 
talent consists not only in destroying the exact 
regularity obtained by the biowing, but also in 
producing on the false pearl the defects usual 
ly found in natural ones. This work requires 
much practice, and is only the truit ot long 
observation. The good blower, the artist, 
should be sufficiently acquainted with natural 
pearis to execute on dis own only the defects 
which may increase the va ue vo! his work by 
skilifully prepared reflections. To obtain this im- 
portant result, the biower, profiting by the 
moment when the pea:! still adheres to the 
tube, takes a very smal! iron palet, with which 
he strikes lightly certain parts of the small 
mal enable pearl, and it is only by this last 
operation, Which places here a protuberance, 
there a flattening. both almost imperceptibie, 
that he succeeds in producing a peari which. 
losing its mathematical regularity, becomes 
the perfect imitation of nature. 

There the work of the blower ceases; for it 
ig then that the pearis—which, it should be re- 
marked, are still only objects in coloriess 
giass—are to pass into the, hands of work- 
women charged to color each of them. But, 
before diemiseing the blower, we must be al- 
lowed to go a little into statistics. The reader, 
however, need not be alarmed; we sbaii be 
very brief. We merely wish to say that a good 
workman can make 300 pearis in a day, and is 
paid from 2s to 2s 6d the hundred. 

COLORING OF FALSE PEARLS. 

Although the work of coloring of which we 
are about to speak is the same for all pcaris, It 
will be easily understood that, since pearis are 
divided into ordinary and Oriental pearis, it is 
necessary to bave two sets of workpeople. 
This labor is generally intrusted to women— 
some specialiy emplo: ed in coloring the com- 
mon, and others the finer, pearis. 

We shall only occupy ourselves with the 
work of the latter, which, we repeat, merely 
differs from that of the other from its greater 
finish. 

Each workwoman has before ber a series of 
small compartments, containing a:tugether 
several thousand pearis, arranged so that each 
of them sbouid present the side baving the 
orifice pierced by the blower. 

Beiore introducing the coloring substance, 
which would be too easily detached from the 
glass if it were not by some means more firmly 
fixed, every pearl has to receive inside a very 
light coating of a glue which is perfectly color- 
less, being made trom parchment. This layer 
being equally spread over the interior of every 
pearl, the workwoman takes advantage of the 
moment when the glue is still damp and begins 
the work of coloring, properly so called. 

Betore detaiiimg the method of coioring as it 
1s done now we must take one retrospective 
step, which will prove that if, toliowing the 
progressive march vi so Many other manutact- 
ures, the Coloring of pearis has undergone a 
striking improvement, it is to a Frenchman 
that it is owing. 

A LEGEND. 

Reader, I could teil it you in two words; dut a 
descendant of the fortunate inventor—l should 
say finder—Naving reiated to me the legend, 
which be bad beard from b's father, who bad 
also received it from his father, who, etc., etc., 
I ask your permission to teil it to you as it 
was related to me, assuring you beforehand 
that, if it differs from the version usually re- 
ceived, itis merely un certain family particu- 
lars which do not affect seriously the historica! 
authenticity of the narration. 

Among the paternoster-makers and pearl 
makers who, as we know, tormed in the last 
century one of the numerous trade-corpors- 
tions estab.ished in the good City of Paris was 
Maitre Jacquin. An intelligent man. of ex- 
empiary probity, and renowned everywhere for 
the elegance of his necklaces and earrings of 
faise peurls, he bad attracted to his sbop all 
the wowen of fashion in the court and town. 
Possessing a gable over the & a chest 
filled with good crowns,@ most 4— 


30 uin was far from happy. . 
— thing! His melancholy, uniike 
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gone to war with Flanders. rains live the 
King! for, thanks to bim, no I hope, wilt 

think for a jong time of K necklaces and 
earrings.” 


Such an anti-commercial speech would cer- 
tainly bave induced the son to believe that 
Jacquin bad gone out of bis mind, if the ap- 
proach of bis marriage had left him any other 
thought thau of hie coming bappiness. 

Everytbing was going along weil in the house 
(selling alone excepted), when an event very 
s:ight in appearance was on the point of over- 
throwing his contemplated bappiness. 

THE RASH PROMISE, 

Profitiag by the moment when all the prin- 
cipal relations assembled at his house were 
signing the marriage contract of his son, 
Maitre Jacquin, addressing bimeelf to Ursula, 
said: “Come bere, my dariing, and let us 
taik of something more agreeable, tor you 
have, no doubt, noticed that in your contract 
they only speak of death; that is what they 
call expectations. Wen, in six days you 
are to be married at the Church of 
St. Nicolas du Chardonnet. As there will 
be a fine and numerous company, I wish, my 
darling. that you should appear handsomely 
dressed, as suits the condition of the two fami- 
lies. Teil me, then, my daughter, what gift 
would please you most.

„Well, my dear father,“ replied Ursula,

you make so charmingiy.”’ 

At these words a cold verspiration covered 
the forebead of the old man, which had a short 
while before been so radiant. He stood as if 
spell-bound, not being able even to pronounce 
the Yes that Ursula was expecting with down- 
cast eves; and who kuows how either would 
have extricaied themselves from this embar- 
rassing position, if by a fortunate chance the 
reiations, who bad all signed the contract, bad 
not broken the silence by insisting on an im- 
med ate departure on accvunt of the late hour 
of the uicht. And indeed 8 o'clock had just 
struck on the clock of St. Nicolas. 

Left alone in bis Bouse, the poor paternoster- 
maker passed the nicht in thinking by what 
means he might reconcile the promise made so 
formally to Ursula with the moral impossi- 
bility ne felt of fulfilliag it witnout com- 
mitting a fresh crime.

If the body was awake, the mind, alas! still 
slept; for, having arrived after two bours’ 
walking at the place where the bridge of As- 
niéres now stands, and notwithstanding bis 
frequent invocations, addressed alternately to 
God, to his patron saint, and to bis good angel, 
the poor Jacquin was no further advanced than 
when he left Paris. 

EUREKA! 

Harassed with fatigue, but still more des- 
perate, he was perhaps thinking of making a 
resolution of breaking off bis son's marriage, if 
Miss Ursula persisted in demanding her neck- 
lace, positively promised by bim, when, 0 
prodigy! there appears suddenly on the water 
a mass of iridescent matter giving the refiec- 
tion of the finest Eastern pearls. It was what 
be sought. 

If be bad known Greek our pearl-maker 
would assurediy have repeated the famous 
word Eureka, pronounced by Archimedes on 
discovering the theory of the circumscribed ey 
inder; but, as be knew no more of Archimedes 
than of Greek, he contented himself with call 
ing a fisherman and making dim throw bis net 
over a considerabie quantity of fishes; for 


what in bis astonishment be had taken for an 


inert mass was notbing less than a kind of 
littie fish known under the name of 
bieak. To reeeive them from the fisher- 
man, take them home to bis laboratory, take 
off their scaies, and make them into a paste, 
was bis sole occupatior until the evening. 
The day nad scarcely appeared ere Jacquin, 
who in his delight bad not ciosed his eyes dur- 
ing the night, hastened to descend to his 
laboratory. O, misery! This paste, yester- 
day so brilliant, so silvery, today is only a sort 
of black glue. Certainly any other than our 
pearl-maker would have gone mad after such 
a disappointment; but he was a man of sense, 
and. instead of wasting his time in despair, he 
went to the chemist, who advised him to re- 
place the s mple water which he bad used to 
triturate the scales by ammonia. 

This advice was followed, and, three days 
afterward, Jacquin, who, thanks to science, 
had at last tound the composition he bad 
sought so long, radiant and satisfied fastened 
round the nech of Ursula the most beautiful 
necklace that had ever left his shop. 

A few words will explain the just apprehen- 
sions of maitre Jacquin, and the importance of 
bis discovery, which dates Only from the year 
1686. It is enough to say that, if the use of 
false pearls now presents no danger, from the 
coloring matter being perfectiy harmless, it 
was not certainly the case formerly, since their 
coloring was effected by means of quicksilver, 
the deleterious emanations of which must have 
brought grave disorders into the economy of 
the human frame. 

COLORING. 

Now that we know the substances employed 
in the manufacture of false pearls, and aiso 
that the interior coloring is obtained by means 
ef a paste made witb the scales of bleak, let 
us take up tho subject where We had dropped 
it—that isto say, at the moment when the 
parchment glue, still damp, is waiting for the 
workmen to add coloring matter; and let us 
see in what this fresh work consists, which, as 
we sbail see, requ res great skill added to ex- 
treme rapidity ol execution. 

After baving taken up the thin and hollow 
tube, and soaking it in the blegk paste, the work 
woman introduces a certain quantity into eacb 
of the pearis by her breath; and would you 
know bow many sbe must do in a day to eu- 
abie her to earn the modest sum of from 28 7d 
to 8s4d? Forty thousand! Forevery thousand 
giued and filied with the paste ig only paid at 
the rate of about one penny. 

Colored beads are done in exactly the same 
way; but, instead of the bieak paste, a paste 
of the color desired is biown into them. 


MORE GOLD. 


NEW AND RICH VEINS DISCOVERED IN DA- 
KOTA TERRITORY. 

BTARCK. Dak., Nov. 24.—(Special.|—An- 
other interesting report comes from the Little 
Rockies, where gold has been fouad in paying 
quantities. John Fiynn and Jack Armstrong, 
miners of experience, arrived in this ‘city to- 
day and report that they have discovered a 
vein of gold which they think will prove to be 
one of the richest finds in the country. Sev- 
eral claims bave been staked out, and about 
fifty prospectors are working with good re- 
suits. They say that a large amount of free 
goid is found, and exhibited two nuggets 
valued at over $25 each. There is no railroad 
within many miles of the ciaims, and as the 
prospectors must depend upon the river for 
supplies and transportation to and from this 
point nothing definit can be done with the 
claims betore spring.

Rabbi Moses says 
there is a strong affinity between the Unitarian 
and the Jewish faiths. 


“Bard to Catch an Old Bird,” 
But the tamous Pearline makes new converts 
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Verdict Against Reckless Drivers—The 


Haynes Assignment—The Usual 
Number of Small Cases. 


An interesting opinion was given yesterday 


‘morning by Judge Tuley in the case of D. 8. Brad- 


ley, trustee, against R. W. Roloson. It is not 
Often that a case comes up in law that is wholly 
new, but the Judge declared this case was entirely 
without precedent. The facts are that in 1883 Miss 
May Virginia Dunham conveyed to Bradley as 
trustee certain improved property in Hyde Park 
worth $13,000 for him to collect the rents and pay 
a moiety to the guardian of ber6-year-old nephew, 
John Dunbar Roloson, until he was 15 years old, 
and all the rents after that time until he was 21 
years oid, when be was to have the whole prop- 
erty. This conveyance was on the express 
condition that the boy wes to make 
her visits of a reasonabie length at her residence 
from time to time and if he failed in his calis tne 
trustee should have the right to apply to the court 
to make an order with reference thereto. There 


has been for years considerable ill-feeling between 
the child’s grandfather, J. H. Dunham, and his 
father, R. W. Roloson, and the latter forbade bis boy 
visiting his grandfather or auot. The present 
bill was then filed to Gx the number and length of 
the visits. It was shown on the hearing that the 
boy had inherited $18,000 and that he was living 
with his father, who was worth $300,000 and abun- 
dantly abie to support him. 

The Judge@in deciding the case said: 

„The bill ie without precedent. This would be 
no objection if a principle could be found upon 
which to maintain it. That a court of chancery 
may in certain cases interfere with a guardian's or 
father’s custody of a child cannot be doubted. As, 
where the babits or example of the guardian or 
father are exerting a pernicious influence on the 
child, or where the parent or guardian is guilty of 
cruelty, neglecting his education, or endangering 
or wasting the child’s property, etc. Chancery in 
such cases intervenes to protect the child by con- 
trolling its person and removing it from the im- 
proper custody, and where there is property by 
taking it trom the control of that parent or guar- 
Gian.“ 

It was. however. decided that no such case was 
made by the present bill, there was no breach of 
parental duty, no lack of ability. desire to sup- 
port or educate the child. Hence a chancellor bad 
no right to interfere. Nor was any power con- 
ferred by the statute in relation to trusts. for that 
only reiated to the misuse of the chiid’s property. 
It a court could say the child might be taken from 
ite father an hour he couid order it to be taken 
away to the aunt’s for half or two-thirds of every 
month. The Legisiature never intended such an 
unwarranted invasion of a father’s natural rights. 
Moreover. if the bill would lie, it should have been 
brought by the aunt, the party interested. Lastiy, 
the Probate Court was the forum where any 
application of the kind should have been made. 
The Chancery Court never had common law juris- 
diction in such a case, and the statute of 1883 did 
not expressly confer it. For a chancery court to 
take the case would lead to an unvarranted con- 
niet of jurisdiction. Any application should be 
made to the Probate Court, which already had con- 
trol of the case, having appointed the guardian, 
and the bill would accordingly be dismissed for 
equity. Mr. W. C. Goudy appeared for the com- 
piainant and M. W. Fuller and A. H. Lawrence for 
the defendant. 


A DOUBLE DEFBAT. 


Judge Tuley also rendered an opinion in the case 
of Kate Middieton against George Middleton. the 
dime-museum man. She charged him with adul- 
tery with a Mrs. Lacey, and he retorted that she 
had been guilty of a like offense while traveling 
with Forepaugh's circus in 1879. He also set up a 
written agreement by which his wife had agreed to 
live separate on his paying her $150 a month. The 
Judge said the evidence showed Middleton made 
all payments under this arrangement up to the 
commencement of the suit, and the question, then, 
was whether a husband and wife could make a 
valid contract to live apart. If they could, then 
the contract to that effect in the present case was a 
bar to any suit for separate maintenance, at least 
until breach and offer to resume marital relations. 
It was well settied thatan agreement of separa- 
tion between husband and wife was not illegal nor 
against public policy, and if properly made would 
be specifically enforced. At common lav the in- 
tervention of a trustee was necessary, but that 
disability was removed by the Lilinois statute. 
Neither the husband nor the wife sought to avoid 
the contract on any ground. It was a sufficient 
answer to her allegation that she was living sep- 
arate from her husband without her fault, and her 
bill must be dismissed for want of equity, but 
without prejudice to her right to sue in equity for 
its performance or at law for any breach of the 
same. 

As to ber husband's cross-bill for divorce on 
the ground of adultery considerable proof was 
offered to prove it. “The statute, however, 
declared that if it appeared to the satis- 
faction of the court when adultery was 
the ground of complaint, that both parties had 
been guilty of adultery, then no divorce would be 
decreed. It was a sufficient answer to Middieton’s 
cross-bill to say that whatever might be his wife’s 
culpability, he was not without sin in that regard. 
His cross-bill would, therefore, also be dismissed 
for want of equity. 


BLIGHTED AFFECTIONS. 

Misinie Tapp, a seamstress at Niles Centre, com- 
menced a suit against Otto Damke, son of a tailor 
at No. 193 Clybourn avenue, to recover $10,000 for 
trifling with her maiden affections. She accuses 
him of baving seduced her under promise of mar- 
riage, but then refused to keep his agreement. 
She had him arrested on a charge of bastardy, and 
be was beid to the Criminal Court the 2d inst. 


WAKING HER UP. 


“Has your Honor done anything yet in the 
Dawson matter, or has it entirely escaped your 
Honor’s attenton, amidst the press of other mat- 
tors?“ blandiy inquired Mr. Freshwaters of Judge 
Tuley yesterday morning, just after the decision 
in the Roloson case. 

„My only trouble is to know what to do with 
a crazy woman.“ 

„Sir.“ ejaculated the astonished attorney. 

“I think a woman who won’t obey the orders of 
court or pay the least regard to them must be 
crazy,’’ remarked the Judge. 

“Perhaps an order in the case will wake her up 
a littie.’’ 

* Weill, if I could I should like to wake her up in 
a way she will not Ike.“ was the reply. 

The case was that of Jane Dawson against her 
husband. John Dawson. She obtained a divorce 
from him some years ago, together with liberal all- 
mony, but not content with this is periodicaliy in 
court about some matter or other connected with 


her case. 
RECKLESS DRIVING. 


In Judge Rogers’ court Edward Steindorn recov- 
ered a verdict for $2,500 against George Barnum 
and Henry Seiter, who rede him down with a horse 
and buggy in the Towa of Lake. One of the de- 
fendants held the reins and the other rode beside 
him, but the jury found them both guilty, 


A NEW VILLAGE, 


A petition was filed in the County Court by Bene- 
zette Williams and thirty-six other voters of 
Western Springs for village incorporation. The 
territory proposed for the new municipality is 
stated to contain a population of 310 inhabi ts. 
Judge Prendergast entered an order in accorddnce 
with the law—submitting the question to a vote. 
The election will be heid Dec. 12, and the polls will 
be open at the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Depot 
from 2 p. m. until 7:30. W. P. Quiniey, T. C. Hul, 
and John Brydon are designated to act in the ca- 
pacity of judges of election. 


STRUCK BY A BEAM. 


Judge Gary has on trial the case of Lawrence 
Lynch against John G. Keith, Thomas E. Miller, 
and Brice A. Miller, partners as Miller Bros., for 
$5,000 damages. Keith owns the schooner Homer. 
which was lying at the docks at South Halsted and 
Twenty-second streets last September freighted 
with coal. The cargo was consigned to Pratt, 
Parker & Co., who employed the plaintiff to assist 
in unloading the vessel. While so occupied he was 
struck by a beam which was being lowered through 
the hatchway, and which broke bis leg. 


NELSON B. HAYNES. 


Pursuant to the leave given by Judge Prender- 
gast to S. Zeimer and Herman Feldstein, creditors 
of Nelson B. Haynes, to bring suit in the name of 
the assignee to set aside certain preferences, a bil! 
was filed in the Circuit Court yesterday afternoon 
reciting the facts gathered from Haynes’ testi- 
mony and asking for a receivership and an in- 
junction. Albert Haute, the assignee, is nominaliy 
the complainant, and he swears to the truth of the 
bill. He had long been bookkeeper for the in- 
solvent, he says, and knew all about the business 
of his employer. He and Haynes discussed the 
valuo of the stores at No. 422 West Madison street 
and in the City of Paris and estimated it at $9,000. 
Under instruction from Haynes he drew of from 
the books a list of accounts to be transferred to 
Emmons 4 Billings of New York. He went out 
in the afternoon to get & bondsman and 
to execute the deed of assignment, but when 
he came back to take possession of the assets be 
learned for the first time, he says, that the stores 
had been transferred to Mrs. Huynes. Haute 
warned Haynes that this would cause litigation, and 
told him he ought not to have done it. To keep the 
store open till 6 p. m. Haynes induced the Deputy- 
Clerk of the County Court to stay atter hours and 
file the assignment. The bankrupt admits his in- 
debtedness to have been $70,000 the day of the as- 
signment, While his assets will not exceed $35,000. 
The bill makes not only the transferees parties de- 
fendant, but also joins Flower, Remy & Gregory, 
who are said to have collected a large amount for 
some of the creditors. 


A CREDITOR’S BILL. 


Judge Gardner is engaged in hearing the credit- 
ors’ bill of Raiph Huribut against Josiah N. Cutier 
and others on a judgment for $6,665, and a similar 
case by Rosa C. Caldwell against Cutler and others 
on a judgment for $1,475. it is charged shat Cut- 
ler in 1874, and before, was in partnership in the 
lightning-rod business, and bought large amounts 
of real estate which are beid by other persons for 
him; also that he has some interest in No. 617 
Washington street, where he lived twenty years. 
and in which he died in August last. The princi- 
pal witness yesterday was Obadiah Hause, who 
showed a remarkable memory for details of affairs 
which happened ten years ago in his business. 
He said in 1874 he and Cutier were owing — 
41.000, while their nominal assets,
